To thisead,their Army was cembarqued in 2080. ſmack: ships, with purpoſe to haue 
landed at Offend, but comming into Zeeland, & finding the wind contrary, refolved to 
diſimbatke thcir Armie vpon the Coaſt of Flanders, by aFort called Phill;pprne, lying vpon 
the river of the Scheld , where wee ranne our Veſſels ata high Water ( which tor the moſt 
part were flat bottom d) aground, ſo that theebbfailing, wee 'ay on dry land, & with 

much caſe and readinefle wee landed both our Horſe and Foote. 

Our Armie then being landed,it conſiſted of ſome twelue thoufand foote, and zoco. 
Hotſe, which were divided intothree Tercias commanded by three ſcuerall Chictes. The 
firſt by Count Erneſt of Naſſaw, The ſecond by Count Solmes, And the third by Sir Fran- 
cis Vere,cvery one interchangeably taking their turnces every day:namely,the Avantzuara 
the Battaile, and the Reere, pi

The Avanteard was ordered thus, Count Lewes of Naſſaw, brother vnto Count Erneſt, led 
the 4vantzard of the Horle, as beii.g Lieurenant Generall, conſiſting of ten Cornets of 
horſe, namely, his ow ne troupe, the troupe of Prince Manrice, which w cre Curaſſters,come 
mandcd by Mon{tieur Walraven of Gent, Count Henry Frederick of Naſjaw his Excies bro= 
thersrroupe,led by Caprainc Bernard,all which made one diviſion. 1 he ſecond diviſion

Daniel Hertain Lord of Marques his Lieutenant Coronell , with which regiment Prince 
Henries own company Marched, Capt.de Bouts: Capt. Anthony Saucits: Capt. Francis Mar- 
leis Capt. Francis Mareschals:.Capt, Philips de la Lous: Capt. Nimmeries: Capt.Jonas Durands: 
& Capt. Gabriel de Nouvelles: making togethcr 9,companies;to theſe alſo were 10yned the

In the ſeconddiviſion were the companics of Capt. Simenarie: Mareſchats: Hamlets: Capte 
Bruſe de Corimers,led by his Lieutenant, who wasshot before Albertus Fort The Compa« 
nics of Monſieur du Fort,de Formenteirs,de Verneville: & Du Pont Auberts: making toge. 
ther twclue Companies: In the midſt whereof Prince Maurice was himſelfe to giveorder 
every wherc,accompanied with his brother Prince Frederick Henry de Naſſaw : and divers 
other Lords: namely,7ohn Adolph Duke of Hoileyn,lohn Frneſts Prince of CAnhalt, three 
Counts of Soles, namely, Count Frederick, Count Albert Othe, and Count Henry William 
Selmes, Count de Colligny Lord of Chaſtillon , nephew to that famous Admirall of France, 
the Lord Gray,S" Robert Drary,the Lord Iaſlinus de N aſſaw, with many other brave Yolur- 
zeirs & English gentlemen of quality, French, & Germans, who attended the Princes perſon 
the whole Battaille then conſiſted of 7 troupes of Horſe, and 2 5 companies of toore. 

T he Reere. 

The Reere was commanded by Monſ. Over Temple, Lord of Corbeke, Sariant Maiour 
Gencra)l,& conſiſted ofthree Cornets of Horſe, namely, Capt, Wernard de Bois: Capi, Has 
weltons:and Monſicur Contehiers troupe, over which Monſicur Bois commanded. 

There was in the Reecre alſothree battalions of Foote, to wit, the Regiment of Count 
Erneſt of Naſſaw, (who commanded this Tercis) his owne Company, Capt, Huſemans,Capt. 
Naſſaws: Capt.1mbiFes: Capt,Cotwitz: Capt,Balthaſars: Capt, Eſſums, Capt. Pithans, The old 
company of Count Erzeſt : Capt.Crimwitz. Capt. Breeds : Lucas Neuſars : and Capt. George 
Weckerlies: this made the firſt divifion,and conſiſted of 1 3 Collours. 

In the ſecond diviſion were the Lord of GiFelles his company Coronell, The company 
of George Edward Count Solmes, Capt.Irelons: Capt. Freboughs: Capt. Ammonwillers: Capt, 
Longfeild, Capt, Ruſſies: and Capt, Flores de Winegarden, | 

In the third diviſion, there was the Regiment of Coronel Hachtenbrooke his company 
Coronel, Monſieur Templescompany, Capt. Marlin: Capt Dederick de longs: Capt« Ruyſen- 
bonrghs: capt, lohan Loones: & capt, Calverts: making in all 3 troupcsof Horſe, & 26 toote 
companies, & thusthe Armie was ordered into the Avantgard,the Pattaille,& the Reere, 
the day wherein the Battell was fought. 

The Archdukes Armieconliſted of 19 Corncets of Horſe, with his owne troupe, Com- 
manded by Don Rederigo d2 Laſio,& were al Lanciers, but only one troup of Harquebuſ- 
ſiers,as namely,the Admirant of Arragon his troupe, Don Inan de Braccamontos, Don Inan de 
Silvas: Don Phillepoos de Arrelanos: Don Ferdinando at Guawaras : Don Guilliclmos de Yerdu» 
205,11 Conte Giacomo Belgioſos,il Cavelloro Ficontes:and Carolos de Sangros.all Lanciers: 11 Con- 
ze de Salives,Capitano Ryferhey.s:Capitano de Foreſts Curaſſiers, Michel de Telles: Ian van Cepan 
tes : Nicolas de Bher: aud Captaine Franaſco de Royes to which were ioyned 600 hotrle miore, 
that had mutincd at Dzeſf,making in all ſome 25 hundred Horſemen. 

The Enemies Battaillons of Foote conſiſted of three Spanish Regiments , under the 
command of Dos leronimo de Monroy: Don laſper de Sapenas , and Don Lewes de Villars Re- 
giments. There werealſo two Italian Regiments, vnder the ConduQt of Don Alphonſo de 
Avillos. The two regiments of the Count of Bucquoy , as that of Burlottes : and Beftocks the 
Count de Bucquoy commanding the teere, divers other companies drawne out of the regi- 
ments of Count Frederick vander Berke: The Margneſſe of Parrabons,the Earlc of Barlamontg 
The Lord of CAMrchicourt, Balanſons, and others, 

Their army conſiſted of ſome 1 5thouſand foot ,and 25 hundred horſe, beſides their

Mutic.iers,all 01d and experienced ſouldiers, and were alſo divided into three Brigades, 
as the Avanteard, the Battell, andthe Reere, asthe two figures following here ynto an=« 
nexed shall Demonſtrate. | | 
Now before the Armies mett,it was conſulted wherein the Armie$hould be firſt em 
ployed,cither in rakeing the Forts , which the Ennemie held inthe lowe , and broken 


grounds about Oftend,or in the ſcige of Niewport: the latter being reſolued vpon the States” 


(who had all this while marched, and abode with the Armic) departed to Offend, to take 
the Fort Albertus, and toopen the paſſage betweene that Towneand Niewport : Prince 
Manrice with the reſt of the Armie, leaving the Fort of Onldenbourgh,& the others, which 
the Ennemic had forſaken well garded,as behouefull (becauſe without forcing them, the 
Ennemy could not come vato vs, but with fetching a great compaſſe) marched by Hemſ- 
kerck towards a Fortcalled the Damme, lying vpon the River that goeth to Nzeupert, but 
finding rhe Countrie weake, and Moorish , and not able tocarry the weight of our Car- 
riages,and Artilleric, returned by a ſmall village not farre from Hemſkerck , and lodged 
there, thence croſſed through the Meddowes towards the ſea (ide, filling many ditches, & 
hying bridges to paſſe over the waters, whereof that Countricisfull, and ſo with much 
adoe wee gott tothe Downes by the ſea fide, and encamped about a Canon hott from the 
Fort 4lbertus, which was before rendied vp to Connt Solmes. Earcly in the morning wee 
marched along the ſea fide towards Niewport, Andatihecbbe waded over the river on 
that ſide, which maketh the Haven of that Towne,and ſocncamped there,and ſpent two 
or three daies in quartering , andentrenching ourſelves in places of advantage,tor our 
ow ne fafetye,and the beſeiging of the Towne, laying a ſtone-bridge oyer the narroweſt 
of the Haven for our Carriages, and troupes to paſle too andfroatall times,& as occation 
required. The Archdukehaving vnderſtood that his Excic was fatt downe beforeNzeuport 
gathered a h2ad,and marched with all expedition with his Armie towards the Downes, 
paſſingthe very ſame waye, which his Exc1e did, that he might the ſoner relicue Nrewport. 
In the meane time his Ex<ie was advertized from thoſe of Offend, and Ouldenhourg, that 
the Ennemy with good troupes of horſe and foote, were come and lodged neere the Fort, 
wherevpon conſulting, the opinions were diverſe, moſt of them agrecing,that it was Onc= 
ly a Bravaao made by Ribrs,who as wee heard before had gottE vp in the 12nd ſome 4co0 
men together neere vnto Sluce,todiyert vs from our cnterprize, and that then vpon our 
R movail towards him, he would make his retreate to the Sluce againe, But Sr Francis Vere 
was of the opinion, that it wasthe grofle of their Armie, and how it was very needefull 
without any delay,to march thetherwards with our Armie alſo, leaſt the Fort, & the reſt 
fellintothe Ennemics hands, who might then come and lodgeat our backs, & cutofour 
paſſage to 0ftend to the extreame annoyance of our Armie : That in vſing diligence to 
prevent the Enncemicfro takeing theſe Forts, wee might at once block vp, & beſeige tho- 
ſe whichtheEnnemy held in the lowe & drowned Jands, being an Exterprize cquall with 
that of Nzeupors.While theſe things were thus a diſputing that night came Meſſengervps 
Meſſenger to the Prince to give him to vaderſtand, firſt that the Ennemy had Cannon & 
that thoſe of the Fort were ſummoned in the Archdukes name & afterward it was veel- 
ded1o him vpo conditions. Thrice that night ypon general & falſe a/arems,Sr Francis Vere 
wasCallcd vp from his reſt, which confirmed him in his tormer opinion, that the Enne- 
mie was comming towards vs,and thatthe Fort beipg yeelded into the Ennemies hands, 
it was needfull, that the whole Armic withall ſpeede should returne over the water, to 
ſtop the Ennemy, from gayning the paſſage, our (clues had made through the drowne 
land,and to poſleſſe the ſame, which was the shortcſt, and the readieſt waye the Ennemie 
had tothe Downes and ſea ſide. Theſe reaſons ( of St Francis Yeres) his Excie liked 
not, butreſolving to foreflow the Ennemie, as muchas poſſibly might bee, that hee 
might gaine the moretime:& therefore the ſecond of July at the breake of the day hefent 


from the Armie before Nieeport, his Nephew & Coſen Count Erneſt of Naſſaw, with two 


Regimentsot toote,the one Schots, the other Zealanders with foure troupes of horſe, ma« 


\keing ſome 2000 footemen, & 5 06 horſe, with ſome Ordnance & materialls,tocntrench 
"vpon the pallage,, ynto whome the States ſent outalſo , according to his Excics order, 
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FY T he Battell of Nieuport in Flanders, 

ſome companies out ofthe garniſon of Cſtkend, and thoſe which came out of the Forts of 
Ouldenborg , Plaſſendale and Bredene, to hinder the Ennemie from paſling the Bridges, 
which laye over certaine waters vpon the waye, as you goe toward the Fort Albertus, rhe 
Prince ſaying he would followe, & ſecond them with the reſt of the Armicin duc 1iimes. 

But before they came thither, the Ennemy had ſeized vpon thole Bridges, and having 
paſſed over them with the choiſe of his Armie, it was impoſlible for ſo ſmall a number 
to hold vp & ftopp the Ennemies paſſage towards the Dowres : the aforc {aid Regiments 
being engaged in fight with the Ennemie, & finding themſelves too weake, to iclilt any 
longer {o puiſſantan Armie , after they had braucly defended themlielues , and carryed 
themſelycs like good Souldiers, were at laſt put to flight, 'the moſt loſt falling then vpon 
the Scotch; aſwell vpon their chiefes, & Captaines, 2s Gentlemen, and priva:c Souldicrs, 
who foughtit out ſtoutly : ſoo that there were {laine about 8co. dead vpon the place, 
amongſt rhe which, there were eleuen Captaines many Licytenantsand Officers. The 
Arch-auke having gott this ViQorie, wrote to Brwegges that head overthrowne the Avante 
gard of Prince Manrice , and that he was ſo farre engaged with the reft of his Armie, that 
they could not eſcape out of his hands : in ſo muchzthat this day they began to ttiumph at 
Brugges, and the adiacent Townes in ringing their bells,as though they had gayncd ale 
ready the Viorie. 

Now the newes of this defeate put the Lords the States intoa great perplexity , confi» 
dering what a danger the countrie was init any mis fortune should happen tovur Armie 
which laye before Nzewport, and encamped on both ſides of the Haven, the Souldiers be- 
ing ſeparated one from an other , whichdroue them intoa great feare. And therctore 
being in ſuchan extremitie, when all humaine mceanes failed them, they took: their re- 
fuge 10 the Lord of Hoſts by prayes and aſſembled themielves, andall their traine with 
diverſe Officersand people of the Towne of 0ſtend into their chambers where their Mie 
niſter Ytenbogaert made prayers vnito God for the preſervation of the perſon of his Ex'ie, 
the Lords, Chiefes and Commandours, which were wiithhim, yea the whole Army, that 
God would be pleaſcd to give them a happie ſucceſle. 

The Archduke being encouraged with this advantage, and defeate , which he gott ſo 
quickly over our men, marched in all haſt towards Newport, imagining to finde his Extie 
andall his Army ſo amazed by this overthrow , that he might caſely put our mea to 
route, But God had his eye of providence vpon the State of theſe Countries,and the de. 
fenſeof his Church in them, giving his Excie ſuch wiſcdome, that he commanded away 
all the shipping, & boatestrom Newport towards Offend, & with all gave order that all his 
troupesShould be ready to paſſe the Have of Nzjenportata lowe water,to gett on the other 
ſide, with a couragious reſolution, to make head againſt the Ennemy , & to give him bat- 
tell, accordingto which his Excie went from troupe to troupe to animate and cacoura- 
ge his Souldiers, That ſcing they had th2 (ca on the on (ide, andthe Ennemies Armie 
on theother ſide b?twixt them, and ſaw! that there was now noe meanes in the world 


to eſcape, but to fight it out and beate through their Armie : conſidering that his Excics * 


reputation depended thereon, yea all their honours,their lives and the good of thecoun- 
tric lay now all the ſtake, & that now they would carry thEſclues braucly & couragioutly, 
with aſſurance that God would give them a bleſſed iſſue. The like alſodidall the chiets, 
Commanders & Captaines to there Souldiers, Prince Henry (now his highneflc)did likes 
wiſe encourage alſo his Wallons, or new Geux, being of his Regiment to doe the like. 
The reſt of the Armie was commanded to march to the water {ide by the breake of day 
to paſſe overthe Haven with the firſt ebbe, being then Sr Francis Veres his turne to have 
the Avantzard, which made him carefull not to be wanting in hisduty,ſoas in due time 
his troupes were atthe place appointed, and becauſe the water was not yet paſſable, he 
wentto his Excie to know his further pleaſure, whome he found by the bridge with moſt 
of the chiefes & Officers of the Armie, where not longe after, newes was brought him, 
that the Ennemics Armie was paſſing the Downes, and marching iowards vs, whereypon 
St Francis Vere adviſed his Excic that all poſſible ſpeede muſt be yſedto paſle the Furrs be,

fore the Ennemy was poſſeſſed of the ther fide of the Haven, . His Fxcie willed him in 
allchingstodoe as he ſaw cauſe, andcalling to him Count Lodewjck of Naſſaw (who then 
commanded the Horſe as General|) badd him goe along with Sr Francis Fere,and follow 
his diretions, ſo S” Francis Vere left the Prince, and wentto his troupes, andas ſoone as 
the __ ſcrued he paſſed his men, which ſtood there in three Battailions, The Souldicrs 
would haue ſtripped themſelues to have kept their cloathsdric, as $7 Frencis Vere willed 
them when he croſſed the haven firſt, but afterward thought it not expedient, the Enne- 


mie being ſonecreat hand, andtherefore he willed them to keepe their cloaths on, and 


not tocare for wetting them : ſecing they should neede none that day or elſe haue bet» 
terand dryer cloaths to {leepe in that night. | h 

- Count Lodwyck palled firſt with his fiue Corgets of Horſe , whereoftwo of them were 
Harquebuſſiers, and advanced towardsthe Ennemie , and entertaynedshirmish with two 
of the Ennemiesrroupes, and then followed all the ret, which, were ſcare gott over on 
the other fide of the hore, but they ſaw the Ennemie ſtand in full Battaille, betweene 
them and Offend: infomuch that ifthe Ennemie had but advanced, he might haue preven» 
ted his Excie from paſling his fqote over the haven. Now the Ennemy not knowing 
how manyofour men were pafied over the haven, becauſe of the great duſt, which aroſe 
and blinded their (ight, made a halte a longe time by the ſea shoare, which gaue his Excic 
time & leiſureto paſſe over the English & Frize Regiments, with his Excie gard, & Count 
Hohenloes, all commanded by $” Francis Vere, Then followed the Freach Regimeats, the 
Wallones, & Swiſſers,9uhich made the Battaile(as is ſaid) commanded by Count George Eve- 
rard of Solmes;and after them almoſt all the ret at the hoxſe. The Regiment of Count 
Erneſt, Giftelles & Huchteubrookes'made the Reere, The Regimentsof Gi//elles, and Y tens 
brooke, which were vader the Conduct of Count George Everard of Solmes, were lefi before 
the Towne of Nicuport, to block it vp,with charge to ſtand ypon their gards,and vpon his 
Excics fir{t order, to beready to paſle over the bridge, which was made with boates, and 
plankes ouer the haven of Njenport : how the Armic was diſpoſed intothe YVantgard, Bats 
beHe $& Reere, as yow haue heard already. Yhenthetroupes of the Vaunrgard were paſled 
Sr Francis Yee leftthe footemen ſtanding ranged in their order, betwixt the Downes, or 
Sanabbills and the ſca,and with rhe horſe he advaticed towards the Ennemie, whome wee 


_diſcoucred}a farre of comming towards vs alange the ſeaſide, not ro engagea \Kkirmish, 
.orfight, but to choolea fit place toattend them in , which was now the onely advantage 


weecould by induſtric gett of the Ennemie : for by ſituation of the Countric, that sKill 
and dexterity wee preſumed to exceede our Ennemiesin ( which was the apt agile mo» 
of our Batraillions) was viterlic taken from vs for the ſpace betwixt the ſea, and the Sand- 
bilks,or Downes, w as commanded bythe Sandhills,w hich conſiſted of many heads,reared 
and commaunding oneanother, conteyning ſomuch bredthin moſt places, that our 
troupes could not occupic the whole, and everywhere ſoconfuſedly packed together, ſo 
broken, & Reepe, that our troapes could neither diſcoucr w hat was done a ſtones caſt be. 
fore them \,' noradvance forward-in any.order to.ſecond one another if neede required. 
Andon theotherſideofthe Downes towards the firme land, if the whole bredth were 
hot poſſeſſed, the/Ennemy might paſſe to the Haven of Nieyport , where our bridge,and 
molt of ourshipping yet lay on the: dryground, and ſo to ſpoyle and buxne them in our 
View.Topreventthen alltheſe inconvemences,Sr Francis Vere went to finde out a place, 
where the hills;and Downes ſtood ina manner divided, with a hollow bottome narrow 
and the hills higherto the'ſea fide,& North, then towards the Iland, & South part, which 
rannecleanc thwart from the (ea ſands tothe land , the Downes being there alſoof no 
great bredrh:ſo thatwee-might conveniently occupic thE with our front, & commaund 
the ſeashoare,andthe waye rhat laye betwixtthe lawe lland,& the foote of the Downes 
'orr that placewhich: was on the higher ſide of the:bottome , Sr Francis Vere relolued to 
-attend the .Enaemythere;;.avd therefore cauſing his troupes to advance, drew from the 
»hole 4verzerd aboata 1000 men, to wit 300 English, the Princes guard ,& ſuch other 
companies awſuaily march withit 2 goandof the. Frizons 5 oo. which were muskettiers, 
wo troupes corifiſling af shott,and pikes, = English and 5oof his Excies guard they * 
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ced on the topp of the hill that lay more advanced then the reſt, which being ſteepie, and 
ſandie was not caſely to be encountred, & in the topp ſo hollowe, that rhe men laye co. 
yered from the hillson the other ſide, & might shoote from it, as from a Balwarke, 

luſt behinde this hill ſome 100 paces fro it, was another farre more higher, on the top- 
pc, whereof Sr Francis Vere placed 200 men of the troupe of the gard,in which alſo{witha 
litle labour of the Souldiers, )they laye in a good covert, theſe two hills ijoyned together 
witha ridge ſomewhat lower then the foretnoſt hill, which endwaies laye Eaſt, and Weſt; 
and broadwaies looked towards the South,and Inlands,and commaundedall the ground 
pafſable,on the outrfide, ſteepe, looſe, & ſandie & ill ro be encountred, within the hollow 
he placed goo Muskettiers, giving charge to the Officers to beſtowe their short onely to 
the South wards, when time should ſerue, which was direQtly on the right ſide, and flanke 
as wee then ſtood rurnacd towards the Ennemie. Betwixt theſe two hills on the left hand 
orflanke, whichlooked towards theſca, S' Francis Vere placed 700 men in covert places 
for that parpoſe to be neere the ſea ſand, that with caſe, and good order in an iaſtant,they 
might breake out into two or foure troapesall which were English. 

The Ennemie ranged their forces to the Northwards, direQly on our left flanke, & ſo 
they adventured to paſle by vs tothe other troupes, with intent to leaue them in hiseye 
more Eaſterly vp6 the ſands,then on the Incrmoſt ofthe two hills, w hich $” Francis Yere 
perceiving, ranged ina Front (' witha ſpace betwixt them ) the other two troupes of the 
English. Anda pretty diftance behinde them, more to the ſea-wards ordercd the Frizoas 
in fourc Battaillions, twoin front with a ſpace to receiue betwixt them one of the other 
Battallions,that ſtood behinde them, And the files & intervals behinde the troupes,as cloſe 
one toanother as conveniently might bee,toleaue the more ſpace for the ranging of the 
other Battatllions with a compitent diſtance betweene each diviſion : ſo that one troupe 
might notshaddow an other, but thatall of them might be in the Ennemiescycin an in- 
ſtant:inſomuch that the Avanzgard rooke yp about one third part of the Downes, leaving 
thereſt ro be manned by the other troupes, as occaſion should require, & on the left hand 
& the outtermoſt rowards the ſea more adyanced, were the horſemen placed. This worke 
was ſcare done, when as his Excie Prince Mawrice with the reſt of the chiefs, & Comman- 
dours of the Armic came to the head of Sr Francis Yeres troupes , where his Excic in the 
hearing of many putt it in deliberation , whether heshould adyance towards the Enne« 
mic with his Armie,orattend their comming. T hofethat ſpake(as moſt men in t hoſe ca* 
ſes will not ſceme fearefull)councelled him to marchforwards:for they thought it would 
dauntethe Ennemie much, & make the Viorie more calie, whereas in attending him, 
he would gathet courage out of an opinionof our feare by takeing the oppertunity of our 
Kaye,to fortific vpon out paſſage to Offend, & ſo cut of our victuals & retreate. Herevpon, 
Sr Francis Pere alledged, that their Armic having bene gathered vp in haſt, & brought into 
a Countric,where they intended noe ſuch warre,could neither haue proviſi6s of vituals 
with it,norany Magazines in thoſe parts tofurnish them therewith, nor any tore in that 
naked Conntriein the latter end of ayeare could be expeted : foo that there was noe 
feare, that they should (etle themmſelues there,to ſtarue vs, who had ſtore of vitualsin our 
Shipping, & the ſea open to ſupply vs with all failing windes, with the vaine courage they 
Should gett by our ſuppoſed feare,after alonge march,& comming vpon vs dowve thole 
fandie ſtecpe=hils in the extremity of heate would be wearied , & ſpent before they could 
come vnto ys, & then finding vsfresh & luſtie, readyto recciuethem inthe ſtrength of 
our advantage,in allreaſon it would turne to their greater confuſion & terrour. They pet» 
ſiſted(in their opinion) &asit were with one voice oppoſſed it:foas inthe end (Sr Frencis 
Pere) was moved to faie,that all the world could not make him to change his opinion: His 
Excic was plcaſed to like of it, reſolving-not to paſſe any further towards the Enpemy, & 
for the ordering of things repoſed ſomuchrruſt in St Francis ere, that he belecued' they 
Should be well done, without viewing the places, or examining the reaſon of his doings. 
But his Excie rerurnedto giueorder, & diſpoſe of the reſt of the Armic,which as the waicr 
cbbed, his Excie enlarged to theSeawards, next the which theHorſeme were placed, & (ixe 
peeces of Ordinance advanced, plantedin the head ofthe Aventzerd, having the advantage 
both ofthe winde,& the Sunne on our ſide, & gauc order to Monſ Warment,& Monſ.Dg- 
wenvord, that they from our men of warr,should giue fire with their Ordnance vpoh the 
Enncmics Battalliens,that ood vpon the ſtrand. ln his order wee ſtayed, & the Enacemie 
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(though til in our ſight)moved not forwards for the ſpace of two hdwers, &thef (rather 
turning from ys the advancing)they croſſed the Downes ,& reſted theretwo howers at the 
foote of the Lland, which confirmed their opinions, that he wonld lodge thete, But wee 
found reaſons to the contraric out of their-procecdings to keepe vs from wavering: for it 
was probable, thatthe Ennemie was harryed our, & tyred with that nights march & daies 
travell. And ſeing wee were paſſed the Haven of Niewport(to haue hindred, or prevented 
vs, was the greateſt cauſe of his haſt ) whilſt alſo heſaw vs ſtirring, & ordering our troupes 
he might hope, that wee that were fresh, now paſſed & engaged in fight, would advance 
the rather, to have the helpe of our troupes which were with Count Erneſt, if perchance he 
were retyred to Oſtend, towards which the necrer wee were to fight to that place, it might 
be of morcadvantage vnto ys,or cle if wee had heard of their defeate then wee might be 
drawneon to revenge. But when he ſawethat wee ſtood & held our place, not moving 
out of the hope, that they were not provided to make any longe ſtaye,torthe reaſons be- 
fore mentioned, & might reſolue to refresh themſelues a litle & then to advance towards 
vs:ſcing that ſide was for that purpoſe more advantagious,then the bare {ca ſands & withal 
wee conlidered,that they made a halt to reſt their footemen(which were all ould exerci- 
ſed Souldicts, & to that daye vnfoiled in the feild) they would attend rather the growing 
of the tyde, which was then at the loweſt ebb, that the ſcopes of the ſand might be leſle 
ſpacions & ſeruiſable for Horſemen, Now about halfe floude,they crofled the Downes 
againe to the ſeaſands, & marched forwards, ſending ſome light horſemen farre before the 
troups todiſcover, one of which(as wee ſuppoſed)ſuffred himſelfe ro be take, who brougr 
newes to his Excie , & tould him alone that Count Erneſt was defeated, and that he would 
preſently giue him battaile, augmenting the number, braverie, & reſolutios of their me. 
The lofle of our men being vnderſtood before, wee were carefull to haue few preſent at 
the hearcing of this priſoners report, whoſe mouth being ſiopped by the Princes order, 
not with ſtiding they hearing it bew rayed it, both in word & countenace to theſouldiers 
The Ennemie advancing necrer, & neerer their Horſemen came in the head of their 
trouppes in a compitent diſtance, to haue bene drawne toa fight, St Francis Yere would 
willingly hauc advanced the Horſemen of our Fantgerd necre vntothem, & with ſome 
choiſc & well mounted men, haue beaten in ther Carabines &$hitmishers to their groſle, 
With purpoſe if they had bene over charged againe to haue retyred in haſt, with aſett 4- 
wvanteard of Horle, betwixt the ſea & the Yauntgerd of foote,& having drawne them from 
their foote vnder the mercy of our Ordinace would haue engaged the reſt of our horſezto 
hauc charged, & followed them reſolutely. T his adviſe liked not to the young noblemen 
who was not well pleaſed with the power , which his Ex*i< had giuen to S: Francis Vere 
over this charge, & therefore was not by him putt in execution, who chooſe rather as the 
Ennemie advanced leiſurely: to retreate likewiſe towards our foote. Thiscountcill of his 
takcing noe berrer effect, & the Horſemen nowe comming within the reach of our Can- 
non, Sr Francis Vere made the motion to hauethem diſcharged, which was liked, & fo well 
ſpent, that wee made the ſcatter their troupes,in ſomediforder, & fly for ſafety, which had 
doubtlefſe given vs the vitoric, withoutany more adoe, ifour Horſmen had bene ready 
& willing to haue taken the advantage of this occaſjon: Their fooremen out of our reach 
kept on their way alongſt the ſands, & the ſoner to requite vs, advanced their Qrdinance 
a gooddiſtance before them,and$hott roundly at vs, and did ſome hurt. The water now 
growing very high , wee & they were both forced to ſtrengthen our Front, & the-Enne-» 
mie of purpoſe, as aforeſaid was driuen to fight vpon Sr Francis Peres advantage, which hg 
tooke with his foote, in drawing them intothe Downes, where all our Horſe ſtood with 
Our Reere, herevpon our Avauntgerdalicring order, our Baitatle,and Reere paffed into the 
Downes, & in the ſame diſtance backwards,as they had-before raunged themfclues vpon 
the ſandon the lett hand, ſoas the front of our three bodies of foote, filled the bredth of 
the Downes, not in any large front, but inthe reere one of another,as the narrowneſle of 
the paſſage enforced the where St Francis Yere found a fit place, on the topp of a hill, frs 
whence the greene waye which lay on the greene ſide ofthe Dow nes might be commi- 
ded by our Ordnance,vpon the which hill (by his Excics order) two demy+<Canons were 
-preſcntly mounted. 206 6 ; | 
- The Ennemy drawing very necrc,then S* Frances Vere tould the Prince it was nowe 
- +i;ne-far him to goc to his charge , and asked his Ex<ie, it he would command himany 
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further ſeruice, heſaid Hoe, butto doeas he ſaw cauſe, willing vs the chiefes that ſtood a- 
bourhim,toadvifehim in what partof the Armiche should be perſonnally, wherevnto 
wee all anſwered, that for many reaſons, he was tokeepe in the Reere,all which his Excie 

yeelde to. Andſo Sr Francis Peretakeipghis leue of the Prince, he went into the head of 
the'Awantgard, andafterhehad viewed thereadineſle, andorder of the ſcucrall trou- 
pes; 'the Ennemy now appearing at hand,, that he might the better diſcouuct their pro= 
ceedings, andtor the readieſt execution of his commaunds vpon all occaſions Sr Fraxcis 
Pertatter he had encouraged his menyin abyding the firſt brunte, tooke his place inthe 
roppof the foremoſt hill before mentioned , whete he reſoJued to attend the iſſue of 
that daics ſeruice, aſwell for the advantage of the ground he had choſen there to ſtand 
vporhis defenſe, a$alſoo becauſe it wasan even ground, where he might ſtirre from 
placeto place ( as is vſuallyand neceflarily) for the exccuting, and performing the duty 
of #Captaine, where the Countrie1lying open andplaine, he 5hould not onely hauc the 
ſightofche Ennemie (vpon whoſe motions in ſuch caſesthe Councill of execution de» 
pend) but alſo-the view of his troupes, andthey of him , which might hauc cauſed many 
vnrcaſonable,andconfuſed Commaunds,ifit had bene otherwilc. 

The Ennemies forlorne hope of Harquebwſiers, having gotten vp,to the topp of the hills, 
and places of moſt adyantage on the other, jde of the bottome betore mentioned, began, 
ro shoote from thence at vs, whilſt our 4vaztzardapproched, who now gtowing necre 
at hand, fiuc hundred Spaards Pikes,and shott mingled without Enſignes, or preciſe 01+ 
der gaue on vpon the place where St Frances Vere ſtoodand very ſtoutly for the ſpace of 
a'greathalfc hower, labouring toenter, andforce it, but he ſuccouredit with more ſtore 
ofshott from the topps of the hills. The groſle of their Avantgard landing in ſome con 
vert from the shott,which flew from Sr Francis Veres troupes on the other ſide of the bot» 
tome. Inthe meane time, the Vauntgard of the Ennemies horſe adyanced alonge the 
grceneway ſo often/mentioned, betwixt the hills & the Downes towards our horſe, that 
ſtood more backwards vps6 theflanks of our Battell, whereypon our two peeces of Ordie 
nance were diſcharged fromthe topp of the hill to good effeR, and well ſpent, and when 
they came neere and thwart ourright flank, the 500 Frizons Musketticrs, who (as is ſaid} 
before were onely deſired to beſtowe their Shott that way, did their parts, and ſogauled 
the Ennemievpon thefirſt proffer of a charge. | 

*>Fot the Prince ſeing the Eancmiecs horlc advance,commanded preſcntly Count Lodwick 
to charge them, namely, with his Excies owne troupe, Princc Henries and Count Loawycks, 
who being ſeconded-by theſe Horſe Captaines Marcelis Bacx, Paul Bacx, and Monſicus 
La8Satt their tronpes,(as you maye ſee in thefigure) brake the Ennemics horſe, and putt 
them toadiſorderly retreate. After this the Battell began on all ſides, and the Ordnance 
from'both ſides played furiouſly one vpon an other. The fight from the firſt beginniag 
ro the endof the Battaillecontinewed, not oncly in the/ Downes , butalſoyponthe hire 
of the Downes, and in the bottome on the other fade of thera with diverſe charges. And 
therefore his Exci- diuided his men into ſmall troupes and diviſions, that he might bring 
the niore men to fight at a time, and tocharge the Ennemie when occaſion offred it ſelfes 

: Thefight growing hotter & hotter Sr Francis Vere giving twoRegiments of Spowaerds 
their bellie fulls, namely Dow Lewes de Villars, and Dow lerowimos de Monroy, beating their 
Muskerfiets toa retreats The Ennemic ſcing that advanced both his Bazzelland his Reere, 
to bring them likewiſe to fight, His Ex<i&perceivingour men thus<ngaged in the fight, 
cauſed al(oour Batte}roadvance, & gaue order to Connt George Everard of Solmes, tolcad 
it off, who with three' French diviſions of Musketticrs charged'two-Regimentsof Spay- 
nards and Italians. - 'The French Officers thatled them on were theſe Captaine Ds Pay, 
Captaine Ds Bruil, Monficur Zs'Nonte his Licutenant,, Captaine Powmaride, Monſicur 
Dommerville his Licutenant, Capt. Yander Burch, Monſieur Du Forts Licutenant, The 
moſt of theſe cameto handie. blowes in the. Downes ; being the firſt charge which-the 
French niade. 222% | ' 

**Aﬀter this fixſt charge of the Battell, thefe Horſe Captaines,alſonamely Contelier, Peter 
Panty,andBartenburchcharged the Ennemies Foote , the Priuce ſending Count Lodwiek 
with ſixe troupes of Curaſſiers to ſecond them, being accompained'with Count m_ 
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rickof Solmec, His Excie gaue order againe that Count George Edward of Solmes should 
giuc a ſecond charge with the French, who had the Avazrgard of our Batte!I, who were 
divided intotwotroupes , that on the right hand, was led on by Monſieur Dommerw1lle 
Lieutenant Coronell, and that on the left hand by Captaine Sau, T his was the ſecond 
charge the French made, who fought with a Battaillion of the Ennemies Pikes, confiiting 
oftwo Regiments,the one was a Spanish Regiment commaunded by Don Alphon7o & A» 
walos,the other an italian couducted by laſper Sapena Maeſtre zl Campo. 

Count George Everard of Solmes retyring with theſe French, was once-more commauns- 
ded by the Prince to leade on Prince Henry of Naſſaw his brothers the Wallons Regiment, 
called the new Geux,commaunded then by his Lieutenant Coronell Monſieur Markett, 
the Swiſſer Regiment allo commaunded by Hans Krick went on withihem , and fought 
ſtoutly docing good ſeruice. Theſe rwo Regiments encountred,and tought againſt Buys 
lotte, & the Count de Bucquoy, who commaunded the Ennemies Reere guard, which con- 
ſiſted of three Walloon Regiments, and ſome Irish Companies. His Excielikewiſe com- 
maunded Monſieur de Giftelles, being of our Arreregard to goe on with his Regiment, as 
allothe Regiments of Coronell Huchtenbrooke, & that of Count Erneſt, commaunded by 
Mont; ur &wyſmas bis Licutenant Coronell with theſe ftue Regiments, Count George 
Ever:rd Solwwes charged th2 Ennemicasaboue ſaid. This fight laſted about three howetrs 
lo:ge, the Vittoric being doubtftull on both ſides, ſometimes the on ſide winning, and 
otherwhiles the other (ide looſing ground. The Princes Horſe in charging the Eanemie 
putr them oftcn to the worſt of it, & our hozſe had continuall the advantage vpon them, 
diiving ſome of them toa retreatcasfarr as Nieuport. The Ennemies toote foughtwith 
more adyantage vpon the Downes then ours, & made the Princes men to quit on downe 
after an other : ſo that our Ordinance wasin hazard of looſing, - 

Toreturneagaine to our Avantzard, St Francis Vere gaue order that a hundred men 
Should be ſent fro the foremoſt troupes, which he had layd(as is aforeſaid) in the Downes, 
to haneginen on vpon the leſt fanke ofthe Ennemie, it they hadattempted to paſle by vs 
on the Sand, andas covertly as they could toapproch and fall on,vpon the right flanke of 
thoſe that were in fight with him, when they were come vp, and at hand neerethe En» 
nemic, he ſent ſecretly bythe hills (where there was a hollow diſcent) ſome fixty men 
moretocharge themin theirfront, which amazed the Ennemie much, and made them 
run 3'vay,our men following them charged and killed them, till they had paſled the'bot« 
tom<,andcametotheir groſle,from which they disbandied 500 Spaynards more(the like 
numb>ras beforec)who followed our men , and ſeized vpon ſome heights that were in 
the bottome ſome whatneere ynto vs» Their Pikes ſtanding vnder the shaddow of the 
hills, they played with their shott from the toppof them vpon our disbanded andekir- 
mishing men.St Francis Yere to drigethem from thence, being loath they should gaine 
ground vpon him, ſent more men out of the ſame by-waies, from whence he had drawne 
the firſt before mentioned, giuing then onely this order,to make good that place. This 
wasa bloodie morſel), which wee ſtrouc ſor : For whileſt our men, and theirs were not 
covered ith the hanging of the hills,as they advanced,or wee chaſed, ſo they lay open ta 
the shott,not onely of thoſe that were poſſeſſed of thoſe litle Hills, but of the higher alſo 
who powred in agreat tempeſt of shozt among th&e:ſo as theſe Souldiers which Sr Frax- 
cis Vere had (en? haſted for their ſafety to get the heath (ide of the hills. The Ennemicalfo 
forthe likereaſon abode their comming with the like reſolution, andſo ina moment 
as the hills were rounde and mountable,our men can to handic blowes ypon the whole 

dem) Circle ofthem, with much laughter on both ſides : but in the end the Ennemie was 
forcedto retire. In themeanc while , the Ennemies Battaile of foote were come vp to 
the groſſe of their Avenzgzard, which as it had taken the right hand of the Downes, ſo the 
batraile with ſome diſtances betwixt them (though in an even front) having bene well 
gauld and beaten with our shott , fromthe topp of the hills, ſtood all in good covert as 
the place would attord, fro whome they ſent fresh men to beate ours from thoſe grounds 
of advaatage inthe botrome. As our men began to giue back Sr Francis Fere lent new 


ſupplics to make goodthat place inthe bottome : ſometimes getting otherwiles looſing 
| C of 
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of ground, The fight was ſtill mainteyned with fresh ſupplies on both ſides, fo that $/ 
Francis Pere percciues (thongh with the loſle of men) yet with this advantage of ground 
hedid not onely beate ypon thegroſſe of the Ennemie, but alſo gaue fire ypon their looſe 
fighting men, which made the loſle farre greater on theEnnemies ſide, his maine deſligne 
being fo,as to engage their whole force ypon his handfull of men, made him employ his 
meu ſparingly,and by peece mealeof purpole, to ſpend and waſt the Ennemie (that they 
Should not beable toabide the ſight of our other troupes) when they advanced(as is ſaid) 
the Horſemen of the Ennemies Battazle, and ours encountred together, but ſomcwhat 
more advanced towards the Ennemic. Our men having comfort with the firſt ſucceſle 
our Frizou Musketticrs betore mentioned , could not ſo well fauour our men, but our 
Horſeme being putt toa retreate,the Ennemie perſuing them, yet were fo ſaluted by our 
men that they weredriven back. TheEnnemics Reerward now coming vp,withthetwo 
other boddies ( for ſo Sr Francis Feretermed them, becauſe their coullours remayned to- 
gether)moſt of their men being drawne from them and engagedin fight, they attending 
their Enſignes,advanccd boldly on the left hand of their Battazle, and ſpreading the bredth 
ofthe Downes, they ſtood as it were to Sr Francis Vere his troupes, rather on the corner of 
his right lanke,then a Front,and ſo fronted dircAly vpon his Excics Battaile & Arreregard, 
ſome Muskett shott behinde S; Francis Feres troupes, towards which it ſecmcd they ine 
icnded toadvancefirſt, wee gaue fire tothem, as much as wee could from the hills : but 
when they began to open vpon the FrizonMuskettiers, w ho(as is ſaid before) were onely 
to beſtow their $hott on our right ſide,& till that time had done nocſeruice, but againſt 
their horſe,the Frizons gauled the Ennemie exceedingly, which made the ſtopp ſuddenly 
as amazed ora Shamecd to giue back, ſeing none to chaze them in a bottome of (o ſmall a 
covert. Herevpon they {cnt out ſome 5shrrmushers along(t the Southermolt parts of the 
Downes : Againſt which alſo ſome looſe men were ſent from our other bodies : but our 
Muskettiers, which gave fire ypon them landing, & shott without fearc from 1heir reſts 
eaulcd them moſt of all. The Horſemen of the Reeregards on both ſides shewed themſele 
ves, and ſome bickering was betwixtthem , but the Fnnemies Horſe retyred out of the 
footemens reach. This wasa ſtrange,and an vnuſuall fight : For whereas commonly in a 
Battaile the ſuccefle of the foote depended moſt on that ofthe Horſe : Here it was cleane 
contrarie,for ſo long as the foote held the place good, the Horſe could not be beaten out 
ofthe feild(though as it fel] out )they might be chazed tothem. 

All this while the fight without iatermiſſion continued hoter and hoter, betwixt the 
other two troupes of the Ennemie, and Sr Francis Vere his men , cach ſending ftresh ſup= 
plies,as occaſion required to maintaine the fight, ſo that now the whole troupes of the 
English cameto handic blowesin the aforeſaid bottome, ſaving ſome few that were pla» 
cedon the hills, & on the Ennemies ſide few were id|c. Now was the time which S: Frax- 
cis Pere (aw, to giue the Ennemie a deadly blowe his zroſſe being disbandied, aſwell in 
occupying places of the heath, as takeing advantages toannoy vs, by thoſe that were ſent 
todiſpute the places in queſtion , for their onely ſtrengthconſiſted in theirlooſe men, 


whicha few Horſe charging on a ſudden in the bottome, would then haue putt themto. 


flight,and being followed pellmell withour foote,they could neuer haue bin relieued, nor 
gathered themſclues together againe. On the other fide,S* Frawncis Vere knew well(with- 
out further ſuccour)their numbers would wearie, and cate out hismen in the end. And 
therefore at once he ſent to the Frizon Footemen, that were of the Avantgerd to advance, 
and withall to his Excie togive-him to vnderſtand how things ſtood, deſiring toſend him 
part of the Horſe of the Bartell to ſecond him. And ſeing the Ennemie prefled & gayned 
ground ypon his men, he ſeat againe meſſenger vpo meflenger(tor men & none coming 
he imputethitto the ſlackneſſe & negletofthe meſſengers.) Inthe Interim togiue his 
m& the more encouragement, he went himſelfc into the bottome amongſt them, where 
ryding vp& Downe, hedidin theireyes,and with much adoe cnterraincd fight with the 
though the Ennemie encroached and gott ground vpon him. At his firit comming into 
the bottome he was shott through his legge, anda quarter ofan hower after, he gottan 
other shott through the thigh of the ſame legge , which he ncuer complaincs of, nor ſo 
much as thought vpon a Chirurgian, for he knew it he left that place his men would ia- 
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inftamly quaile, he therefore chole rather ( not being uſed to have his troepes foiled) to 
ry the vtmioſt thereof , and not to ſhew his men the way to fly, keepins ſtill for the com- 
ming of the Frizons , and the horſe which he had ſent tor to ſecond him, but nor com- 
ming ſo ſoone as he expected , his men being overcharged with numbers, forſooke the 
place, and gave ground , notwithſtanding he ſtill gave chem incouragement, and did his 
beſt endeavour to makethem ſtand, they haſting along the ſands to our Canon,the enemy 
following them hard at the heeles. being thus drivento retreate, he was forced though un- 
willingly ( God knowes) [to come off cafily, and bring off the laſt of his men, and as hee 
went off, his horſe being ſhot,fcll dead upon him; h«ving no officers, gentlemen,or ſervants 
to helpe/him : but by good hap, Sir Robert Drury, Sir Ioha Ozle, and a ſervant of Sir Robert 
Drurics called Higham, 6rew him from under his horſe , fer hima up behinde his Maſters, 
wi:ich helpe came very feaſonable to him; ſceing when hee fell the enemie was ſo nigh at 
hand, 8: [o by'this means ir pleaſed God totave him out of their hands. After this Sir Fraw- 
cis Vere began io take care for himlclfe, who having a little before received two wounds, 
One through his thigh, and anotherthrough his leg, and having been undreſſed during the 
fight, had his blood leaking from himour of toure holes, as alſo hee had a dangerous 
diſeaſe which bad held him long, made him ſo extreame weake and faint, that he 13S Car- 
ried off, and conld doe no more tor that preſent. 

And comming neere the ordnance, he found my Lord Sir Horace Fere his brother, 
who upon this retreare, had gathered up {ome three hundred foote, cauſed them ro ſtand, 
and drawing them aſide, from before the mouths ot our tio halte Canon, planted upon a 
downe , which were charged with muſquet bullets ; my Lord Sir Horace FJere comman- 
ded the Canoniers to give fire upon the enemy ( who were ready to lay hands upon our 
Canon) which being Lifcharged inthe midſt ofthem , and fo neere together with atraine 
of ſome bartells ſtrowne inthe ſand, which was allo fired, made a grear {laughter and lane 
amone the enemies horſe and toote. 

A while after, my Lord Sir Horace Fere, had reallied theſe three hundred men above 
ſaid, his Excellency Prince Mawrice, ſenttwo Cornets of hor'* unto him, namely Cap- 
taine Bel, and Sir Frames Fere his ovine troope , command-d4 by Captuine Pembrooke, 
with theſe horſe and foote my Lord Sir Horace Yeye gave a freſh charge upon the enemies 
croopes, and with great wiſdome, and courage beate them backe to arctreate, inſomuch, 
that they never turned their faces any more : after this brave charge, ſome others of our 
horſe and foote fell on, 2nd followed them cloſe at the heeles upon execution : their great 
Phalanges and Bartaillions which guarded their Enftones, began thento ſtartle, and rouze 
up thernſclves, rather for their one defence, then to revenge their fellowes : upon their 
retreare our men ſering this, who had kepr their places from the beginning upon the top 
of the hills, powred whole volles es of ſhot upon them, and our Englith officers and foul- 
dicrs on all hands tooke recollected freſh courage , and came up to the fight ag1ine, and 
preſſing hard upon them, made them give b2cke ; which his Excellency ſeeing now that 
the victory enclining on our ſide) cauſed the battell ro advance,and his horſemen to charge 
upon the cnemies horſemen.io thar upon this fight the enemy wirhour attending any more 
blows,turned their faces,and our horſe & foot talling in p<ll mz]: among them,they were 


roued and beaten our of the ficld . and followed the execution hard , even as farre as the _ 


mortſh grounds to the Damne, flaying many of them, and raking a great number of priſo- 
ners ; among the reſt in my Lord Sir Horace Feres firſt charge , Capraine Ball who fell on 
with him tooke Dez Taſpey $aper : priſoner , and one of my Lord Generall Feres troope, 
tooke Don Lewes de YVill17s Marſtro del Campo,or Colonell,prifoner , the battell was above 
three houres before this laſt charge in diſputing , with the effuſion of much bloud ſhed on 
both fides, ſometimes the one, and otherwhiles the other fide, gaining or loſing ground 
one of another: The Arch Duke hirſelfe eſcaped very narrowly, for a fouldier got hold 
upon the bit of his horſe-, which made him ſpurre forward and fo he got off, loſing inthe 
bartell, aſwell ſlaine, as raken priſoners the moſt part of the chiefe Captaines and Ofhcers 
of his army, and the principall Lords, Nobles, and ſervants of his Court were taken priſo- 
ners,namely Dox Franciſco de Mendez 4 , his Lieutenant Generall Lord Admirall of Arra- 

ragon, 
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ragon, Count Selmes on his ſide, Don Taſpar Sapena, and Don Lewes de Yillars above men- 
tioned, both Coronells, Don Lewes D*Aville , Dow Pedro de Mendoz.a Colonels of hore, 
Regiments, Count Charles Reſes his highneſle page , Door Aware his highneſſe Phyfi- 
tian, Do# Tſþ.1r Maragon Colonell, and five and thirty horſe and foote Captaines, beſides 
divers Lieutenants , {Alteruſes, or Enſigne bearers, Dons and Willeroes with other men of 
note and quality, tothe number of three hundred and nine. Likewiſe we tooke eight pee- 
ces of Ordnance fromthem , and regained our owne two peeces , which were loſt in the 
morning,when the Scotch Regiment was overthrown,8: got m oft of their Ammunition, 
baggage and the furniture belonging to the Archdukes tents, bed tent , his cabiner, his 
late, his ſcals of Armcs, and a hundred and fixe colours, with the Burgonian croſle, be- 
{ſides divers Cornets of horſe. There were {laine onthe Archdukes fide that day, dead 
upon the place about five thouſand, belides others that were laine upon the purſuit of the 
execution over the mooriſh grounds tothe Damme and Bridges,and others which died & 
fainted upon their flight by the way {ide of their wounds and harts , but the greateſt blow 
fell upon the Spainards and Italians, who ventred moſt , and paid the deareſt for it ; be- 
cauſe they were fle (hed with the moruing victory, when as they got betweene our army 
and Oſtcend, which was our onely retreate as14S above laid, On our fide,with thoſe which 
werc overthrowne inthe morning we had flaine that day , betweene two and three thou- 
ſand,and the greacſt lofſe of men fell upon our Engliſh, who bore the brunt of the day ha- 
ving had above $00. of them flaine and ſome hurt , becauſe they had fo courageoufly re- 
ceived and withſtood ſo many brave charges of the enemies horſe and foote : Amo 
which, ſeven worthy Engliſh Captaines were {laine upon the place, where the batte!l was 
fought, namcly Captaine Taxely, Captaine Huriewood , Capta.ne Tyrrill, Captaine Dux- 
borrow, Captaine Pirton, Captame Woodward, and Sir Francs Fere himlclte, and the moſt 
part of our Engliſh Captaines (but two) were hurt, and many inferiour officers, as Licu- 
tenants, Enſignes, and Sergeants, cither flaine or hurt. There were in this fghtalſo three 
of our horſe Captaines ſlaine , three French Captaines ; a Walloon fCaptaine,, a Dutch 
Capraine ; beſides divers Lieutenants, Enſtgnes, and Sergeants of other nations, 

Night drawing on, after our officers and ſouldiers had repoſed their wearicd bodies , 
and our hurt and wounded men were dreiled, and taken care for, to be carried off,and that 
thoſe ſouldiers that were living that had wet their cloaths in paſſing the haven of New- 
port in the morning , had got treſh Spaniſh and Italian cloaths to put on ( as Sir Francis 
Feretold them, ) and abundance of priſoners pillage and boot, his Excellency marched 
with his victorious army tothe Church of Weſtend, where he quartered that night, and 
geavethanks to God for this victory , and inviting many Spaniſh Dons , the Admirall of 
Arragon and ſome others of their commanders, being at ſupper, becauſe the Spaniards 
oftentimes had brazged, that our men were better ſpade-mcn, then ſword-men, but dutrſt 
never fight a battell;:Prince Maur:ceour generall asked the admirall & ſome of the Spaniſh 
Dons that ſate zt his rable,what they thought of our ſpade-men and freſhwater ſouldiers, 
and whether they had not carried themſelves valiant in this daies action , and had now 
found them tc ce as good ſword-menas ſpade-men. Hereat the Admirall of Arragon 
and ſome of the Dons ſmiled : Butthe Admirall with a grave and a wiſe ſpeech which 
came from him anſwered, and complained much,that their owne horſe had not done their 
beſt endeavours , but plaied the jades, when their men were ingaged in fight among our 
troopes , which ifthcy had done, they might have ſeconded and ſuccoured their foote, 
which divers times tcl] on bravely,and ſo might have become maſter of the field, and have 
taken theſe two peeces of Canon above {aid, commending highly his Excellency, that he 
was ſo frugal! in ordering his men into {mall diviſions and battaillions, which moved with 
great agility, and could ſooner ſpic out an advantage to come up toa charge, then their 
great Phalanges,ſtands of pikes, and unweeldy bodies,and that Prince Mawrice of bleſſed 
memory had mannaged and husbanded the lives of his men by this meanes ſo ſparingly, 
which broak them, made ſuch a contuſion among them , and next under God wasthe 


cauſe of their overthrow. |

True it is, there wasat the firſt a kinde of ſtaggering even amongſt the beſt , whichthe 
miſt of partiall information caſt ypon him from): fomc Malevolent perſonsin Oftend, but 
this was ſoonecleared, firſt by his owne letter$in brief, and afterward by Sr 1ohn Ogleat 
Large, if not to the moſt of them, yetto the Mfolt diſcrete,and Indicious amonge them, 

But lett vs now ſee whither it had bin,cither neceſlaric , or con venient that the ſecret 
of this Srratagem $hould haue bene revealed ſoonet, cither prepoſteroufly to the Lords 
the States, or dangerouſly tothe Capraines, being repugnant to ſence & common reaſon, 
and that for theſe reaſonsfollowing. 

The project it ſelte was but an Embroyon,and had bin meercly abortif, had he delivered 
himſcite of it, before the Ennemies attempr,for from thence it muſt receiue both growth 
force,and being, Now that was yncettainely ynknowne to him, eſpecially the time, 
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he could therefore haue noecertaine befitting ſubieR,to write tothe Lords the Statesof 
this matter, tillthe deede was done, and the proieQpurtin przQRize, which ſoſoone as It 
was he preſently diſpatched a meſſenger to the Lords the States Generall,giving them a 
duc account of the courſe of his proceedings,and that to their contentment, 

Secondly,it was a Stratagems, whoſe power,and vertne conſiſted wholly in ſecrecie, it 
was a thred ſpunne,whereo their hung noeleſſe then the States towne, his owne honour 
and the lives of all thoſe, that were with him, and therefore in reaſon,it did not admit of 
_ theleaſt communication, for the beſt pledge you can haue ofa mansſecrecie , is not to IC»

Thirdly, and laſtly, If he should haue forgottten himſclfe ſo much, as to haue commit- 
ted a ſecret to the truſt of many, could he yet promeſle himſelfe, that he should not haue 
mett with oppoſition,would they be inſtantly all of his minde ? would noc man ſuſper? the 
handling?why did they then afterwards,and that when it was conſumare & finished, 

Coronell Ytenhoven(ſaid once vnto St Joby Ogle'that if the Generall had made hispro- 
poſition knowne, he had broken his deſſigne , and he knew beſt the Captaines inclinations, 
for he was the mouth betwixt the Generall,andthem toclcare thoſe zealouſies, he ſaw their 
apprebenſiou ofhim,therefore it was the ſafeſt and beſt waye, that could be taken,to ſet his 
buyſineſfſe abroach, rather without their knowledge, then flately againſt it, and to hazard 
the interpretation of the aion,rather then theaQtion it ſeltfe. 

Beſides this, thoſe that knew Generall Fere, knew him not ſo ſimple, and weake as to 
avoyd millitarieformes,where they were neceſlaitie, or expedient, wanted he iudgment, his 
Ennemies will not ſay it?Had he not will?he had to many of them toogreat,to lay open 
himſelf to their malice, he was a better mannager of his reputation, then togiue ſo palpable, 
ſo groſle advantage to build their ſcandals ypon. It was the publique ſeruice, & his owne 
Indgment,that led him intothis courſe, if there were any danger for his part, it lay on S* 
Tohn Ogles head,which yentred for the afety of all. 

It ſeemes then as it was not neceſſary, ſo had it bene exceeding inconvenient, that the

AC Emperiall Flanders, ſome three English miles from Newport, that the Archauke 
Albert wascome with his Armie to beſcigeit, keept S* Francis Pere as a reſerue at home, 
toſce whatthe Ennemy wold attempt : vypon this intelligence the States gauc him a large 
commiſſion, & made him Generall of their forces within and without Offend, to be em. 
ployed in that ſcruice, and ſeat him awayefrom his houſe at Ryſewick with all expedition. 
His Excic Prince Maurice hearing this, that the Ennemie was att downe before 0ſtend,ſent 
preſently to St Francis Vere 12 English Companies from the ſeige of Rhyn- Berke,where of 
one of the was his ow ne Companic, the braueſt that euer my eyes beheld, which might 
hauc benea guardto the greateſt Emperour vnder the Cope of Heauen. Theſe Companies 
Sr Francis Vere mett with at Fluſhing, where he being embarqued in a man of warre that 
lay ready for him,on the 14th of Iuly 1601. having a proſperous winde, not withſtanding 
the Ennemy had planted many peeces of Ordipance , and hott furiouſly to hinder our 
comming 1n, yet it pleaſed God at the breake ofday with long bootes, and floopes, he diſ- 
embarqued his mer, and withthe loſſeof ſome foureor five men hurt and (laine gote 
ſafely into Offend. On the 1 5*Þ of luly in the morning, shortly after followed Coronell 
Huchtenbrooke with ſcuen Companies of Dutches & ſome others tothe number of foure 
and thirty companiesin all, and on the 24*Þ of Iuly Queene Elizabeth of euer bleſied me- 
morie,ſent him into0ſtend 1 500 new English Souldicrs called Red coats & Blew coates, who 
were divided ynder the 12 old English Companies , which came in with S* Frencts Vere, 
to renforce them: but within three weeks, ora month after, the moſt part of theſe new 
English were ſlaine, & hurt vpon ſcucrall peeces of ſeruice, & growne ſo weake & thinne 
that one could ſcarcely ſeea caflackof them. | 
The nextday after Gewerall Fere was arrived, tohinder the Ennemies approches, he 
went to view, and poſleſſe himſelfe of ſcuerall advantagious peeces of ground, amonge 
the reſt,he caſt vp a ſquare-morke,afterwards called the Coronels worke,andfrom thence ran 
a linca good way towards the Southweſt, caſting vp diverſe Redoubtrs, and ſmall workes 
planting therein ſome ſmall peeces, which played and $hott into the Ennemies trenches 
ypon their backs, theſe were morſels, aſwell for the Beſeigers toothyas his, and therefore 
colt ſound knocks, and much blood on both ſides, 1ill at laſt being overlayd with nume 
bers, Ordinance, and better commodity ofacceſſe, he wasforced to quite the molt of 
them, ere he broughtthem to perfet#ion of (trength, to make reliſtance, ſaving the Coro-

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zijcn atatimec. Iwill onely by the waye of diverſion make mention of one tirrible aſſault 
which the Ennemie made vpon the Coronels worke on the fourth of December in 
the morning,about the break of the day,at which time the Ennemy gauea great attempt 
ypon that work, and {troue by all poſſible meanes to center it:Sr Francis Pere having bene 
abroad,the molt part of that night, being layd downe to take his reſt hearing the alarme, 
and knowinz how much the loſfe of thar worke did import the defence ofthe Towne. 
pulling on his ſtockings with his Swordin his hand ran in all haſt vabraced with ſome 
Souldiers & Captaine Contdwell,and my ſelfe into the worke , where he found his owne 
Companie at push of the Pike, vp6a turne Pike with the Ennemie, whocryed inFrench, 
entrez,entrez, advancez, adyancez, ſtroue to enter that way and ſought tooverturne the 
turne Pike with their Pikes , found ſome of his Gentlemen -( among the reit Licuic« 
nant Coronell Proud ) who was ſlaine at Maftrich (a ſlashing of the heads of their Pikes) 
of which he tooke notice of, & shortly afrer made him a Lieutenant, the Ennemy being 
repulſed,and bcaten of Sr Francis Fere,tothend our men might: giue fire the better vypon 
them from the Towneand Bulwarkes, which flancked this worke both with our Ordi- 
nance and ſmall shott, commaunded the Souldiers to rake ſome ſtraw trom of the hutts, 
within the worke,and makeing wilpes of it, ſettit on fire vpon the parrapet of the worke, 
and vpon the heads of rheir Pikes, by which light wee difſcoucred the Ennemie, fo that 
 oar men gaue fire brauely vpon them from the Towne and the worke, and<shott into 
their Battailions that had falne on,& there men that were a carrying of their dead, ſo that 
ypon this attempt the Ennemie loſt a matter of fore 5oo men , which laye vnder our 
worke,& betweene their trenches,the Ennemy being retreated ivto his workes, S* Fraw- 
cis Verecalled me to him, and ſaid Boy come now pull vp my ſtockings,and tye my points 
and ſo returned home againeto his reſt, | 

A while after Generall Yerecame intothe Towne , with the Garniſon that was in it 
before,and the Companies, which were ſent to him by the Prince from the Armie, to- 
gether withthe ſupplicshe had gott out of England, he was abour ſeue thouſand ſtronge. 


Now wasatime of ation to-make a Souldier : for lightly every two or three daycs,cither 


the Ennemie fell on ypon our workes, or wee ſallyed out yponitheirs, and noe warlike 
Stratagems that the Policic ofman couldiinvent to bring men to their ends, but was prace 
tized for the gayning, or defending of the Towne, the kunemy having planted vpon the 
Downcs,their Catteys & pile Battcries aboue gogreat peeces.of Ordinance,molt of thE 
Canon and halfe Canon, which thundrednight & daye into the Towne vpon vs, ſothat 
one-Bulletshott once into the ſtreetatatime, ſlew 1 5 men, beſides whipping ofhere a 
legg, and thereanarmeof others that were hurt”, shooting alſo firie Bullets glowing 
hott to fire our howſes , and our Ryſeworkes , and ſometimes. hott flights of Arro. 


wesintothe Towne, & our out workes, With letters bound about the heads of them, to: 


entice our Souldiers to runneaway from vs to them, beſides, they short out of their More 
ters huge Granadoes of ſome 70o0r Sopounds weight,& ftonesout of them, that weighed 


atleaſt 100 pounds, inſomuch that many houſes were shott downeflatt to the'ground, 
which conſtrained vs to make Bayracadoes inour shectesfor the ſafegard of our men, and - 


to quarter them(as it werein conniborrowes) vnder the inſide of the cut tainesand Bule 
warkes ofthe Towne, and the molt part ofthe Inhabitants lay in Cellers, for their more 
ſecurity , and to hinder our shippingfrom comming into the Towne with proviſions, 
they made Batreries both on the/Veſt, and-Eaſtſide, within-leſfſe then halfe Musket shorr 
ofthe old & now havens, ſothatour shipping were forcadtoenter the Gullet betweene 
the-mouthes of ten or twelue whole Cannonandhalfe, which/played continually ypon 
them from their pile Batreries,and the foote of the Downegand likewiſe onthe Eaſt fide 
and-invented alſoa firaung Engine of warrezlike a Ramwewith a Batterie vponitas in old 
times, which-ran.vpon wheeles, to ſtop anddamme vp our new haven, which was shotr 
in pecces with our Cannon.Yec hadalſoſome-30 peecesof Ordinance, Canon:halfe Ca» 
non and other good feild peeces within the Towne, which played continually vpon the 
Ennemies Barteries, trenches, and approches, and shott alſo many glowing Bullcts, and 
Granadoes,to annoy them, paying them with their owne Coine. This 
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This great number of men which came in with Generall Fere /beſides two thouſand 
more;which were the ſecond time ſent out of England to ſupplie the English Copanies) 
wcre in December following ſo weaked, & conſumed ypon continuall ſeruices, by their 
Sword & Buller,that when the Parley began of 7coo men, there were ſcarcely left aline 
not above 2 or 9 handredable fighting men, todefend the out-workes, and the Towne _ 
it elf, For as S* lohn 0-le truely faith,about the.12*h of Noyember it began to Frieze ex- 
ccedinolv,the winde keeping Northweſt, where it remained til Chrimaſſe, or after, blow- 
ing for the moſt parta ſtiffgale, often high and ſtormie. In which time noe $shipping 
conld come vnto vs,noc ſuccour out of Helland, or Zealavd, nor could they for the winde, 
1either had wee any for ſome few weckes af;er. Our men, Munition, & Matterials waſted 
drylic, ihe 5caand our Ennemy grew both ypon vs. Every ſpring tide, wee looked ſtill, 
when that would decide the queſtion betwcene vs, & onr Ennemies, ſo exceeding high 
it was, 21:4 {wcllingrthrough thecontinuance of that Northwelt winde, which beate flatr 
ypon vs,and brought extraordinaric ſtore of waters from the Oceax,tothoſc narrow parts 
wee cculd ſett yery fewe men to worke , our places'of guards were ſo mainie , our num- 
bers ſo ſmall, & rhoſe overwatched:the convenient competencie for garding that Towne 
 »1tworkes tooke vp art leaſt 4000 men. For workemen our neede was more then euer

! 10 mics Canon had made ſuch havock, & breaches)that with a litle labour they might 
141c 21tred both with horſe and Foote. 

Th- North. Eaſt Raveline our champion againſt the Sea, was almoſt worne away. The 
Porke ſpike not well defenſible. Atall the places (the Ennemie had approched ſoncere) 
thatthey conld come to push a pike with vsatalow water, when they liſted, 

This was oor condition, ncither was the Ennemiec ignorant of it, nor vamindefullto 
laye hold on is advantage, preparing all things from all parts fitting for the advancement! 
of his purpoſe, which was toaſſault the Towne, Vur Generall ſaw their proviſion and 
power, his ind1ttrie ſlept not, his vigilapce appeared by his daylic,and nightly Ronnds, he 
nadeabourthe Towne , and workes, hiscourage was then higheſt , when his forces 
were lowett, for even then he manifeſted ſo much, that of his ſtore he furnished plentic 
toochers, 

\/nediyegoing about the Walls, he began to diſcourſe of our preſent being, praiſed it 
and !aid . hecarcd not what the Ennemie could attempt vpon him, he was in one of the 
{:0::2ctt parts of the Towne, when he ſpake this, & not vnwilling, that ſuch as ofthem- 
12/uCsfaw ir chould be kept ignorant of the daunger, that hung ouer our heads, T he Cap- 
t21ncs and Officers he commended for their care, and vigillancie ypon their watches and 
guards, more toſtirrthem vpvntoit, then rcally tocongratulate that vertue in them, he 
: 1:14th-ma Capraine could not rectjue a greater blowe in his reputation,then to be (ur- 
prized, diverſc other ſpceches he vſcd tending to encouragement, disſwading from fecu- 
11y,and often among other diſcourſes enterlaced the ſtrength ofthe Towne. 

S 10ba92/e at firſt perceiucd not his maske, and began to putt him in minde of ſome 
of the former perticulars, the old Townes weakeneſle, and the Archdukes opportunity, 
but he tould him quickly by his eyc, he would not hauethe ftrength rouchedin fuchan 
enc1encs, fo flighting his ſpeech, he continewed nis pace anda la volte his diſcourſe, till he 
c:mere his lodging, wherc he called S* 1obn Ozleto him alone,and brake his minde vato 
him in heie:rermes, [percciue you are not ignorant of out Eftate,and therefore I wil be 
the more epcn,ord free with yow, what thinke yow, are wee notin a fine takeing heere, 
Irvil yowy Coptaiuc Ozle,there was never man of my fortunes, & reputation(both which 
hauc ocncclecred hitherto)plunged ina greater extremity, then I 2m now, 

Her wce diſcourſed vpon our Condition mentioned before, wherevpon he iaferred, 
that!;c was like a man , that had both indgment and conrage ro defend himſelf, and yet 
m.i!t it with his handes bounde, while Boycs and Driucllscome, and boxc him about 
the Earcs : yet this | will tell you roo, (ſaid hee ) rather then the world hall ever ſee the 


name of Francis Vereſubſcribed in the deliyerie of a Towne, committed to hiscuſtodie,or 
E his 
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his1ands,tothe leaſt Article of treatie, though with the Archdukes owne perſon, had I a 
hundrcd lives, I would firft burry themall in the rampre: yet in the mcane while what 
icdge yow ofthe quality of this our being, S* lobn Ozletould him, that he thought ifhe 
were in his former liberty he would bethinke him well, before he ſuffred himſelte to be 
| penned vpin ſuch a cage againe, wherevnto St Francis Yere made noe reply, but addreſſed 
i himſelte to his buyſineſle, and St 1ohn Ogle to his in what Sr Francis Veres thoughts were 
| he would not enter into,ynleſſe he had had more ſtrength torcach them, but ſurc it was, 
they wanted noe ſtuffto worke on,tor the bone he had to knawe vpon, required as good 
teeth as any were in Hannibals head to breake it, and had not his bene ſuch, all the hands 
wee had there,could not haue-plucked it out of our throats.

Not longe after this Generall Pere cals a Council! ofthe Coronels, and chicfc Officers, 
there he propounded thele two points, firſt whether with the numbers ( formely men- 
tioned) wee could intime of Aſſault ſufficiently furnish all parts,2. if not,whether in ſuch 
an extremitie wee ought not to borrow the troupes imployed for the guard of the quar- 
| ries for the preleryation of the Towne. 


This was more to ſounde our Iudgments,then of any neceſſity for him to ſecke allows 
ance of his ations from them: tor Generalls vic not to aske |caue of their Captaines , 10 
diſpoſe of their guards, what they $hall quitt, and what they $hall keepe. To which they 
antwered, our numbers they confefled were few , yet muſt the quarries at noc hand be 
abandonned:but how to hold them, and ſufficiently provide for thoſe places, where the 
furic of the ſtorme was likely to power it ſelfe foorth, noe man gaue it expedicnt, The 
voices were ſeucrally-colleed,and comming to St 10hn Ogle , he ſaid that ſeing onr caic 
ſtands as it doth,our breaches manic and great, and our numbers few todefend them, his 
Opinion was,that when wee should ſec the cloude comming, that then wee should quit 
the quarries, knowing well they were ordayned for the Cuſtodic, and not to endanger 
the loſle of the Towne, that of two inconveniences the leaſt muſt alwaies be choſen, that 

p ' it was ill husbandrieto hazard the principall to ſaue the intereſt , and as litle diſcretion to 
letthe fire run on,to burnethe pallace, while wee wete buſllie in preſerving the lodge. The 
twoCoronels Monſjeur Lone, & St Horace Vere. who ſpake after him (for the chiefs ſpake 
laſt)were of the fame minde, onely differing in ſome circumſtances, but notin ſubſtance 
Of Opinion, | 

That others of thecouncill were ſo ſcrupclous in this point as though it proceeded from 
their ignorance of our eſtate and danger,which was Looſe the quarries, looſe the Towne, or it 
maye be they imagined, what interpretation that the Lords the States would make of 
ſuch an adviſc,and that feare was likely to be the greater, becauſe perhapps they were not | 
furnished with ſtrength of reaſon,to maintaine the ſame, or clic found it firteſt to lay the 
burthen ypon his shoulders,who was beſt able to bearc it even the Generall himſclf. 


I will digrefſe from Sr obn Ogles diſcourſe alitle. On the 21th of December 1601. to- 
wards the breake of the day & atalow water,the Archdukes men gauec a furious attempt 
with ſome 7 or 8 hundred men vpon the old Towne by our new hauen , andcutt the 
throats of ſome of Our men that had the gard hard by it, their falling on for that time be- 
ing oucly todiſcouver the weakeneſle of the wall of the old Towne, that they might the 
better prepare for a greater aſſault, 


The aſſaillants with a kinde of artificiall fire burnt ſome of the Palizadoes that ood 
on the all, bur thealarme being giuen and Generall Fere himſclf comming in perſon to 
anſ{were it,cauſed our Canon & ſmall shott ſo to play vpon th&, that they ſoone retreated 
& bringing along with him his owne Companic Commaunded his Captain Studder, & 
Mr Tedcaſtle Gentleman of his horſe, to looke over the parapett to ſee if they could dil. 
couct any of the Ennemic, ſome foure or fiue of them being vader it shote Studder | 
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through his left arme , the tyde comming in without attempting any further, the Enne- 
mic retvred leaving a great many men fJaincand hurt behinde them, ſome of our men 
 fallying our after them, tooke a Spayvard priſoner an Officer, who being examined by 
the Genetall he tould him, that the truth was the Archduke his Maſter had taken this OC- 
caſionto diſcouer the weakeneſfle of the Towne, knowing what a ſmall number of Soui- 
diers there were in yt,and that wee had had noe ſupplics of men nor vittualsa longet:me 
whercofhis Alteze had certainc intelligence , and that without looſing any more time 
he was reſolued to affault ys, and ro that end had gathered together, as many Souldicrs as 
poſſibly he could out of Brabant, Artoir, Henegow and divers other placesto the number of 
ſome ten thouſand men, and to aſſault the Towne in ſundry places with hopes to take it 
in before Chriſtmas. Generall Fere having fully vnderſtood the confeſſion of this pri- 
ſoner, knowing that it was true, having the like intelligence from Callais, & other places 
Lauecredit vatoit, 


After the Councill aboue ſaid , there paſſed ſome daics till it was neere Chriſtmaſle, 
the Archduke being in perſoni in the Campe, he reſolued to aſſault vs , the time being ap- 
pointedall preparations and neceſſaries were brought downe into their Approches, the 
Armic bciu.g brought downe and embartailed ſtayed onely for the low water togiucon. 
H-re began the Generalls proicR to receive being, till now it had none, neither was it 
time to call the Captaines to a new Councill,cither to require their adviſe,or to tell them 
his owne, hc had his head, and his handsfull, ours had not aked now, had not his waked 
then more for our ſafetic,then wee could for our owne. He beſtirred himſelfe on all fi- 
des, his faculties were quick and fironge within him, his preparations without he diſpoſed 
ofin this manner, 


His tronpes he placed moſt on Sandhill,the Porkeſpie,the Eaſt Rayeline, & inthe Re- 
donbtrs & curtaineof the 01d Towne. T hele were to defed our breaches, the other guards 
wereall furnished, as was fitting,accordimg tothe numbers of our men. The quarters 
hele their men till the pazley commenced, and by it ſecured. The Falſe bray vnder Sand- 
hill w.> quitred by order,as not being tenible-in time ofaſſault,the Cano in it diſmoune 
ted leatt it snould be ſpoyled by our owne from Helmont, which flanckerd it,& the whole 
face of »andhill, Thus Falsbray was that dangerous paſſage mentioned in one of the 0b- 
icons going before,and therefore wee thought to haue paſled ouerit anſwerlefle: bur 
being otherwiſe adviſed it lay on the foote of Sandhill in the Eye of the Ennemie , and 
was therefore as well knownetothem as to our ſelucs,and ſo was the waye toit for they 
ſaw daylic our entrie to that guard, to be througha Couert Gallctie, forced through the 
bortome of that hill:It was ſo narrow, that two men armed were the moſt could paſſe in 
front, when you were come out of it, you were preſently at the Havens (ide, & the new 
Towne, without diſcovering any guard, paſſage or place of importance, ſuchas might 
any way giuethe Jcaſtadvantageroan Ennemies obſervation, & was in truth in nothing 
elſc ſecret, but that it wascouercd ouer head from the cycot the hayens, otherwiſe there 
was noe paſſageabout the Towne leſle preiudiciall then that, 


There isachip of the ſame $hiuer likewiſe falne into Emanuel de Meter his booke, where 
the Generals judgment is foorlooth coutrouled, and that by the providence of Captaine 
Sinkler , and ſome others,as they thinke much bettered,T hat he is ſaid to haue neglected the 
Faulsbray,and that in time , when it was needefull to hane defended it, but Captaine Sinkler with 
other Captaines provided for it.But how provided Sinkler with fixe Musketticrs that vnder- 
tookeit , the Captaincs promiſſed him two Companies toſccond him, the placecould 
ſcarce containe one good one, but why Muskettiers alone ? and not Pikes, fince they 
would make it good, & why but ſixe ? & thatagainſt the furie ofan Armie, what know- 
ledg would they teach our Cannon io ſpare the Scors,and kill the Spaynards, being then 
ioynedpel/ mel, is not this rediculons, had Captaine Sinkler lined, ſurely he would haue 

| E 2 bin 
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bin angry to hauchis ivdgment ſo wronged, and helde lo ſmall, as to vndertake the 
def: nce ofthe Fauiſebray, when the Bulwarke it ſelte was aliau]table, but wee leane this 
poore dctraQtions, that bewrays one]y the Detractours weakeneiles,and ſorciurnetothe 
Mattects. X 

On rhe two Bulwarkes formerly mentioned Helment,and Savdhill, together with the 
mount of Flamingburgh,he placed itore of Artileric,and Morters, the Morrers moſt of all 
vpon Helmont, and much Ordinance, for that it ſcoured the Avenue of the Ennemy cone 
ming on vpon Sandhill, & the old Towne. 

When he had thus ordered his affaires for defenſe, he began to betake him to his Strata. 
gem,which indeed wasour beſt shelter againſt that forme. He tent Caprtaine Lewes Cor- 
zier (who (pake good Spanish! into the Porke-eſpie, the necreſt place of guard tothe :nne- 
mie, withorder todeſire ſpeech with ſome of them he called twiſe, thrice, or more, but 
no man anſwered him,ſo he effeted nothing, the Generall diſpleaſcd hereat, ſent Sr John 
Ozle tothe ſame place,on the fame errand, he called, but noc ma anſwered, beate a drum- 
mc, but they would not here, vpon that he returned tothe Generall, and rould him the 
expected fozme,and if he would ſpeake with any of them, he muſt goe without the limits 
of our workes, the Generall dc ſired it, bur feared they would shoote at him, he putt 1! 10 
adventure,coming to ihe Havens ſide, he cauſed the Drumme to beate, & ata ſecond call 
one an{wered him. | 

After a litle ſtzye (Ribas \the Gouvernour of Sluce Mathew Serano came vnto him, each 
made his quality knowne to other, Sr lohn Ozles errand was to him, that Generall Yere de« 
ſired to hauc ſome qualified perſon of theirs ſent into the Towne, to ipeak with him, 
while hc delivered this tothe Archduke, Sr John Ogle attended hisreturne, which was 
{pcedie,and with acceprance,he tould him ot his atteion,ang 1cſpect ro our nation bied, 
and noutished by the good cor!eſpondencie and neighbour hood, betwixt the Lord Go- 
vernour of Fliſſing, S' Robert Sydwey, and nim, hc would therefore take i: for a curreſie, 
that Genera!l Yere woald nominaie and dcfire him of the Archduke, to be « mploved 
in this buyſinefſe. T his was pertormed,and at our next meeting agreed, that S' John Ogle 
Should pledge for him , that cachshould bring a companion with him, that he wi h his 
Should haue Generall Yeres,and Sr lohn Ogte, and his Don Anuguſtinos word for their ſafety, 
that during the treaty,noe hoſlility Should be vied on L and, that againſt low water, wee 
Shonld finde our ſeluesthere againe at the ſame place , this done wee departcd to our 
homcs. 

St Iohn Ogle tould the Generall what had paſſed, he perſwaded (and that erneſt]y) with 
the NetherJandish, French & other Captains of other nations to haue ſome one of thei1s 
accompany Sr John Ogle in this aQtiou, the rather to avoyd that interpretaticn, which he 
torelaw would follow, being mannaged by kim,and his English onely : but they all refus 
(ed.not withſtanding he aſſured ſeuerall ofthem his purpolc was no other, then 1o gaine 
time, whereof St lobr Ozle can giue the bell teſtimonie, for he cor ming to him almoſt 
at alow water to know his further pleaſure, he found the Gererell very crnelt in perſwa- 
ding withan old Capraine called Nicolas de a Laine, townhome he heard him ſay, Ie Tous 
zure ce weſt que pour gaigner le temps. This man refuſed aſwell asthetefl, wherevpon the 
Generall ina choller,willed him to take whom he would, for he would appoint none, & 
therefore he tooke his ould companion,and then familiar trien Captazrne Farre fax, 

Serano with Oztanes (Sariant Maiour of a Spanish Regimen!,) were at the waters ſide, 
when weecame Symon Anthuries,and Gambclleiti, both Coronels, or Mae/:ros d:{ Campo, 
brought them ouct on horicback io them on the other fide,there Don [nan de Paniochi Aa 
dante, reccined them, and Don Angnſtinode Mexia ſtood at the Batterie, behinde whome 
the Armie was raunged ready tor ihe aſſault, 

Theſe two broughtthem 1o the Archduke, who was then come intothe approches, 
and accompaincd as became {o greata Prince, or Holiages performed thoſe repefts were 
fitting, he vouchſated to doe them the honour as to mauc his hatt, & being informed by 
Hugh Oww (an English Gentleman, but a fugitine ) oftheir names, andfamillies asallo 
that Sr John Oglecould ſpeake Spanish,the Archduke coniurced him,as he was aGentleman 

totell 
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to tcll him whither there were any deceit in this handlingor noe, he tould him if there 
were, it was more then he knew , for with his knowledg he would not be vſed as an in- 
ſtrument in a worke of that nature. The Archduke asked Sr 10bz Ogle then what inſtruce 
tions he had , he anſwered him none, for they were come thither oncly aspledges, to 
afſurethe returne to whome he had gignen his. The Archduke asked him againe, whither 
he thought the Generall meant finceerly or noe, wherevnto he anſwered, that he was al- 
together vnacquainted with his purpoſe, but for any thing he knew he did, ypon this they 
were diſmiſled, & by Don Augnſtino (whome Don Iuan de Pantochi cucr attended) brought 
to his lodging,and there honorably and kindly entertayned, and viſited by moſt of the 


” chicfesin the Armie, as alſo by ſomeEccleſjaſticall perſons. There came an advertiſement 


from the approches of workeing within the Towne, which was occaſioned byanoize of 
knocking in(as they thought)of Pallizadoes,to give order to the contrarie,they were after 
* ſapper carried thither on horſeback, our Hoſtages receiued anſwere from our men, that 

it was ontly a Cablin of Plankes (ett vp to keepe beare in, the noize of that worke, and 
their ſaſpition cloſed together, yet we ſtayed ſome few howers at Gamballetti,the ltalian 


' Coronels guard, who at that time hadthe point, & El Conde T heodoro Frimila , and ſome 
| other of the Cayallerie accompanied them ſome howers,after they rc:urned into the 


Campe to Don Auzn/lins,to take their reſt. 

In the morning they hadenvironned our Hoſtages lodging with a ſtronge guard, vn« 
derſtanding the returac,and diſcontentments of Seraro and Ottones,and how they had not 
hadany ſpeech with the Generall. This newes ſtartled SF John Ogleand Captaine Fairefax, 


| whoneverdreamed ofany ſuch proceedings, Captaine Fairefax thought that Sr Joby Ogle 


had had ſome particular,and ſecret infirutions,and deſired him to tell him what the Fox 
meant to doe, wherevnto he anſwered, and tould him ( as it wastruth) he knew as litle 
' thereofas he, but called to minde the diſcourſe, which Generall Yere had held with himin 
his lodging , which is formerly mentioned, and Comparing it with theaQions, Sr Johns 
Ozleſaid to Captain Fairefax , that he verely belecued he meant to putt atrick ypon the 


| Ennemice By my faith ſaid(Capt. Faircfax)the trick is putt vpon vs, for weare priſonners 
| P putt vp P 


' andin their powers, theyat liberty,and our Iudges, 

Don An2uſtins comming to them gaue an end to this diſcourſe, and began an other 
with Sr Iohn Ogle in his owne chamber, where with agraue, and a.ſctled countenance he 
tould him ofthe Commiſſioners returne, their Entertainement, and diſcontentmenr, as 

| alſo the Archdukes towards Sr John Ogle , forabuſing him , vrging eſpecially theſe two 
| points,that he had touldSerano,that theGenerall deſired ſpeech with ſome fiom his high» 
* nefle, which ſeemed not to be ſo, for he had flatly refuſed it. Moreover, that he had ſaid 
! tohis highneſſe him(clfe, that he was no Inſtrument ofdeceit, which alſo appeared others 
| wiſe, and would notſas he might make his account) beſo {lightly pafled over, 

' Wherevnto (Srlohn Ogleanſwered) that the Commiſſioners being returned without 


! ſpeech with the Generall, ſeemed as ſtrongeto him, as vnexpected ot them, and that he 
| wasthe more (cnſible of this diſcourteſy towards them,through the kind viage, which he 
' and his companion had recciued here from them : but as he was not of the Councell in 
| this manner of proceeding : ſo he knew as litle how to helpe it , as he reached not the 


| drift. 


Touching the other point of his highneſſe diſpleaſure towards him, he hoped fo noble 
a Prince, would admit noe other impreſſion of his perſon,or ations, then the integrity of 
bothshall fairely deliver him, for if he had deceiued his highneſle, it was morethen pro- 
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2 bable he had deceiued himſels, neither did he belecue, that his highnefle, or any of them

! wouldiudge him fo flatt,ſo ſtupid, as vpon knowledge of ſucha purpole of irritating his 
highnefle, he would dcliuer himſelf,and his frend, as ſacrifices to make an other mans at- 
7 ronement. It was ccitaine then ifthe Generall did intend fraude in thisaction, he borro- 
} wedthcir perſons,not their conſents to worke it by, which though they were both now 

11 their power, yet would he not once feare the leaſt il] meaſure, ſolongeas he hadthe 


word of Don Auzuſting for his ſafety» The noble Gentleman moved with Sr Jobs Ogles 
| F confidence, 
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confidence, tooke-him in his armes,afſured it him againe,as alſoany curteſic elſe, during 
his ſtay there, and was(indeede)as good as his word. 

This thus paſſed, Don Auzuſtine tould him, he would faithfully relate to the Archduke, 
what hc hath ſaid, but yet cer he went to his highneſſe, deſired tokow of him, what he 


thought was turther to be done therein, Sr lobn Ozle tould him, it could not be, but that . 


there muſt be a mistakeing on the one ſide, or on the other, and therefore to cleare all 
doubts,he held it the beſt expedient, to writ tothe Generall, to let him know hispreſent 
condition, his highnefle diſcontentment vpon this manner of proceedinggthe danger he 
had expoſed them vato,and to vnderſtand his further purpoſe tor their enlargement. 

Tus letter Don Auguſtino carryed preſently to his highneſle,& it was interpreted by 
Owyn to him , then ſcatbya meſſenger intothe Towne, and thus was the great rubb re. 
moucd,the Commiſſioners required, and ſent in, & the parley brought vpon the former 
footc againe, 

The Generall was not alitle glad of their returne, for it redeemed the feare he had of 
our hoſtagiers, who as Captaine Charles Ruſſart tould St Jobn Ogleafterwards, was not alitle 
perplexed in his behalſe,in ſaying,what $hall | doe for my LicutenantCoronell & wished 
he had him back, though he payed his ranſome fiue times ouer, & ſometimes he comtor- 
ted himſelfe with hopes of their civility, and his demeanour, fearing the worſt(ſaid he) 
that Sr 7obn Ogle could not ſuffer better then for the publick cauſe. 

The reaſon why the Genetall ſo hazarded the Hoſtagiers, and handled them ſo, wasto 
gaincſo much more time for that was preciousto him, tor the advancement{& repairing) 
of his workes in the ould Towne, which through the benifit of this ceflation of hofliliry, 
he haddrawne (in the night) moſt of thehands that could labour, giving them Spades in 
their hands to worke, and order ypon any occaſion to haue their Armes ina readinefſe 
by them, He handled the matter fo, that eere the Comiſſioners returned againe, the ould 
Towneand workes were ſtronger by a thouſand men,then they were before, He could 
neuer haue done this,at leaſt ſoconveniently had he begun conference with him, at their 
firit carrie,nor avoyded that, had he ſtayed themin the Towne. Atleaſt every man hath 
his owne waics to his owne ends and he vnderſtood it ſo, and it wasa ſure &a ſafe courſe 
both for himſelf and his deſſigne, for cauſing Edward Conldnell (a Gentleman that then 
waitcd on him in hischamber afterward a Captaine well knowne) to make an alarme at 
their cntrie, he pretended therevpon trecheric on to the Ennemies part ( and that they 
came too neere todiſcouer the workes )makeing it the cauſe, why he would ncitherletr 
them ſtay in Towne, nor returne the way they came. This bred diſpute, and meſſengers 
paſt to and fro betwixt them and the Generall. In the meane time the Floud came in, & 
the waters waxed ſo high, that there was noe paſſage that way without a boate, whereof 
there was none on that ſide of the Towne, nor any brought, for that had bin to haue 
croſſed his owne purpoſe. The commiſſioners deſired earneſtly to be ſuffred ro flaye 
though it were vpo the worſt gard of the Towne, but it was denicd for the Generall muſt 
rid himſelt of them, otherwiſe he could not doe his buyſineſſe ſo wel, if their cies & cares 
were ſonigh him,he ſent them therefore totheir frendson the Eaſt ſide, forecaſting wile. 
ly , that cre they could come there and thence by the South (in fetching a circumference 
through the drowne lands ſome 10 or 12 English miles) tothe Weſt de againe, thereto 
haue admittance to his highneſle, & the matter debated in Councill, he would not onel 
gainc,that whole winters night, but moſt part of the next day for his adyantage, which 
fell out according to that calculation, & beyond his ExpeQation it continued longer. And 
thusfarre out ofa diſcourſe of Sr John Ogles, whohathgiuen the beſt teſtimonic & trueſt 
relation of Gencrall Yeres Parley with the Ennemie. 

The next day towards evening the Ennemics Commiſſioners Serana, and Ottanes re- 
turned againe, Generall Yee his latter entertainment was better then his firſt, for he then 


feaſted them made them the beſt cheere he could, dranke many healths, as the Lueene of 


Englands,the King of Spanies,the Archdukes, Prince Maurices and diverſe others, & difcour- 
ſed withthem atthetable before his brother Sr Horace Vere,and the chicke Officers of the 
Towne, 
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Towne, whome he had invited to keepe them Companic, and having diunke freely led 
them into his owne chamber,and layd them in his owne bed, to take their reſts» ; 
The Commiſſioners going to bed,the Genera!l tooke his leaue ofthem,and preſently 
after went tothe old Towne, where he found Captaine Dexter, and Captaine Clarke with 
cheir men (ilently at worke, and having bene with them an howre or two, to giue them 
direQtions, what they should doe, returning to his lodging, layd him downe vpon his 
quilt , andgaue mecharge that an hower beforeday , !should goe to Raph Dexter, and 
commaund him from him, not todraw of his men till the dawning of the day, but that 
they should follow their worke luſtely. And comming to him at the time appointed aC- 
cording to my I ords commannd,afterthe breake of the day, wee looked out rowards the 
Sea,and cſpycd fine men of warre come out of Zealand, riding in the Roade, which had 
brought 400 men and ſome matterial>for the Sea workes, & coming home | waked my 
Maſter, & tould him the firſt newes of it, He preſently ſent for the Captaine of the Chas 
loups & longe boates, which launcing out landed the on the Straund, by our new hauen, 
not withſtanding thatthe Ennemie shott mightely vpon them with their Canon, from 
their foure Batterics of the Eaſt and Yreſt ſide to linke and hinder their landing , yetdid 
noe other harme but onely hurt three marriners. 

Theſe peeccsof Ordinance rowſed Serano from his naked bedd, and knocking, asked 
mee what was the reaſon ofthis shooting, Ilanſwered him in French, 1y avoit quelque- 
gens a Armes des noſtres entrez, dans le ville, whereat he was much amazed,& wouid hardly 
giue credit to it, till Captaine Potley, whocame with theſeships, and whome he knew 
well, was brought before him and aſſured him it was ſo. = 

Vpon this pretcxt of ſuccour from the States,the Generall tooke an occaſion to breake 
cfthe treaty, which he yet had not really entred into, & ſo by the helpe of God vpon the 
2 5*i of December being Chriſtmas day, wee gottin theſe men Munition and ſome Mat- 
tcrialsintothe Towne,and an other nights worke beſides. 

Toexcuſe this rothe Archduke my Lord Sr Frencis Vere tooke a pen and ynke & papet 
& wrote this letter in French, firſt with his owne hand, and afterward made me writ it 
oucr ina faire Italian handasfolloweth. 

Wee haue heretofore held it neceſſarie for certaine reaſons to treate with the Deputies, which had 
entbority from your highneſſe, but while wee were about to concludepon the conduions,and articles 
tbere are arrived certaine of our ships of warre, bywhome we had receiued part of that, whichwee 
had need of , ſo as we cannot with our honour and oath continew the trealy, nor proceede in it, the 
which wee hope your highneſſe will not take in all part , and yet when your power chall reduce 1510 
#he like eſtate,you will not leane (ar a moſt Generous Prince) to gine vs 4 gentle audience. 

From our Towne of Offend the 25th of December 1601, Signed F. Vere. 


The Commiſſioners were on both ſides diſcharged in this order, Serano the Governour 
of Sluce,came firſt intothe Armie with this letter, It was Sr /oby Ogles right tohauecome 
firſt, but Captaine Fairefax was firſt ſent, becauſe Don Ian de Paxtocbi and ſome others, 
deſired St John Ogles Company the longer : Ottanes the Spanish Sariant Maiour being co- 
me,then came Sr 10by Ogle, who being receiued againe into the Tow ne, the warres began 
againe hott betwecac vs,and many peecesof Ordinance diſcharged betweene vs.

FS i Is highneſle the Archduke then ſcing himſelfe thus deluded by Generall Yere 
= 7 his Parly, was much yexed thereat, & very angric with the Chictes ofhis Coun» 

3 \, cill of warre, who had diverted him from giving the Aſſault ypov that day when 
crops?” parley was called for, inſomuch that ſome of them, two or three daies after 
(as it was credibly reported) durſt not looke him in theface, others to pleaſe him perſwa- 
ded him to giuean aſſault vpon the Tow ne. Herevpon his Highneſle tooke a reſolution 
to revenge himſelfe ofthoſe within the Towne, ſaying”, he would puttthem all tothe 
ſword, his Commanders and Souldierstakcing likewiſe an oath, that it they entred,they 
would not ſpare man, woman,nor child in yt. Till that day the Ennemic had shott vpon 
and into the Towne aboue 163 200 Cans shott,to beatec it about our cares, ſcarce leaving 
a whole houſe ſtanding: but now to power out his wroth and furic more vpon vs,on the 
ſeuenth of lanuary aboucſaid, very carly in the Morning,he began with 18 peeces of Can- 
non and halfe Cannon carrying bullets of 40 & 48 poundsapeece,from their Pile Batte= 
ric,and that which ſtood vnder their Catt vpon the foote of the Downes, to batter Sand- 
hill, the Porke.cſpie, and Helmont, and that day till evening $hott vpon Sandhill, and the 
cuttaine of the old Towne, aboue two and twentic hundred Cannon s$hott : Infomuch

Within the Redoubt of Schortenburch it ſelfe heappointed Captaine Yrenhoven, and 
Captaine Hafton with their two Companies.

\which they were to paſſe, tocome to Sandhill,and the curtaine of the old I owne, which 
jalſo did helpe to defend the Porke- Epic he placed ten weake Companies, whereof the

*chayne bullets, Boxſes with Musket bullets , and cartridgeshon, Theſe ten Companies 
cre kept asarclerue,to be employed asa ſecond where moſt occaſion required, & were 
xommanded by Captaine Metkirck, and Satiant Maiour Carpenter.

The Ordinanceand other Inſtruments and Matterials of warre, the General! diſpo- 
edofin this ſort, vpon the Caſement of the Weſt Bulwarke there he planted rwo w hole 
and two halfe Canons, which Flancked Helmoxnt and the Park-Eſpic , and ſcowred 
longe the old-haven, downe asfarre as the Ton-beacon, beyond their Pile Batterie next 
othar place werethey were to paſle ouer the Haven atalow water.

W hen it began to grow darkisha litle before low water,in the interim while the En- | 
nemic wasa cooling of his Ordinance, which had playd all the day long vpon the breach, 
and the old Towne, The Generall rakeing advantage of this precious time,commaunded 
Captaine Dexter, & Captaine Clarke with ſome 5 0 ſtout workemen, who had a roſenoble 
a pcecc fora quarter of an howers worke,to gett vp to the topp of the breach , whichthe 
 Ennemics Canon had made very mountable, and there with all expedition to caſt vp

being done, St Frances Vere wentthrough the ſally port downe into the Falſebray, and þ 
being twilight called for an old Souldiera Gentleman of his Companie, to goc out Cen. 
tinell perdu, and creeping out to the Strand betweene twogabions, gaurc him exprefie 
command that if he law an Ennemie, he should come into him filcotly, without giving 
any alarum at all. He crept ypon his belly asfar as he could, and at lal dilcouvered Count 
Farneze aboue mentioned , wading, and putting ouer the oli bhaucn aboue their Pile- 
Batterie, with his two thouſand Italians which were to fall on firit,and as they wadcd ouer 
hedrew them vp into Battaillons and diviſions, which this Gentleman diſcovering,came 
in (ilently to Sr Francis Vere ( as he had commanded him ) whoasked him what newes, 
my Lord ſaid he, I ſmell good ſtore of gold chaines, buftierkens, Spanish Caſſocks, and 
Spanish blades, ha (ſaies Sr Francis Pere) ſayeſt thou me lo, 1 hope thou $hall have ſome of 
them anon,and giving him a pecce ofgould , he went vp againe through the (ally port to 
the topp of Sandhill,where he gaue expreſle order to Sariant Maiour Carpenter, to goc to 
Helmont, & enery man to his charge, & not to take any alarum, or shoot of, cither Canon 
or Muskett shott til! he himſelfe gaue the ſignall, and then to giue fire both with the Or- 
. dinance and ſmall shotr,asfaſt as cuer they could charge & diſcharge. When the Ennemief 
had putt ouzr his 2000 Iralians, he had alſo a (ignall to giue notice thereofto the Count off 7

Pile- batter, with a hollow holed Bullett intothe Sea towards his quarter, which madcaf ,, 
humming noize. hen Generall Yerehad gott them vnder the ſoupe of his Canon,and 
ſmall shott he powred ſuch a volley of Canon, and Muskett shott vpon them , rakvings th 
through their battallions, and makeing ſuch lanes amongſt them vpon the bare Stzandf jj/ 
which did ſo amaze and itartle them, that they were at aa nonplus, whether they $hoal vr 
fall on,or retreate back againe, yet at laſt takeing courage, and tumbling cuertheir deaf 5 
bodies, reallyed themſelucs,and came vnder the foote of Sanghill,and alonge the foote off fc 
thecurtaine of the old Towne to the yery piles that were ftirooke vnder the wall, when o! 
they began to make readie toſend vsa volicy, which Sr Francis Vere ſeing that they wereQ 4 
preſenting and ready to giue fire vpon vs, becauſe indeed, ail the breit and parapet waſp xþ

fainting and having had his belly tull,thoſe on the IPelt ſide beate adolefull retreate, while 
the Lord of Hoſts ended our diſputc for the Towne, crowned ys with Vitoric, makeirg 
the roaring noizc of our Cannon , rending the aire,and roulingalong the ſuperticies of 
the water, the winde being South, and with vs carried that night the newes thereofto our 
Frends in England and Holland, Generall Yere percciving the Ennemiec to fall of com-

vpon a heape ſtarknaked, goodly yonge men, Spaynatrds, & ltalians,amonge which ſome 
ot :hem, beſides ſome other markes to know them had their beards cleane shauen oft. 


Their lay allo vpon the ſand ſome dead horſe with baskets of hand-Granadoes , leaving 


alio behinde them, their ſcaling ladders,great ſtore of Spades and show els, Bills, Hatches, 


" and Axes, with other Matterials. 


Vpon the Eaſt fjdealſothey ſtood in three great Battaillons, before the Towne vpon 
the Gullet, but the tide coming in came to late, ſo that they could not tecond thoſe on the 


| Well ſide, and failon were they were appointed to wit, vpon our new Haven, whichlay 
{ vpon the North Eaſt ſideof the Towne:for the water beginning to riſe', it did amaze the 
Souldiers , and they fearcd if they ſtayed any longer, they couldnot berelicued by their 

} fcllowes, how ſocuer for their honours they would doc ſome thing and reſolued to give 
} on vpon our Spanish half Moone , which lay oner the Gullet on the South Eaſt part of 


the Tow ne, but a Souldier of ours falling out of it a policic of St Francis Yere dilappointed 
this deſſigne,and yeelded himſelf priſoner vatothem : telling them that there were bur 
forty Souldiets in the halfe Moone,and offred tolead them to it, which he did, and they 
tooke it caſcly, For Generall Yere with great judgment had leftit thus ill manned todraw 


| the Ennemieon the Eaſt ſide thither,to ſeparate them from their fellowes on the Welt 


ſide,to make them looſe time, contenting himſelfro guard the ſtrongett places of moſt 
importancc,afſuring himiclte that heshould ſoone recouyer the weaker, 
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The Archdukes men having thus taken the halfe Moone, and being many therein, 
they began with Spades, chowelsPikAxcs,& otherInſtruments,totu;nc it vp againſt the 
Towne, but all prevailed not, for it lay open towardsthe Towne, & thoſe of the Towne 
began to shootc at them from the South and Spanish Bulwarks, both with Canon and 
and Mucketsho! t, with ſuch furie, as they flew many of them , and withall ſeing the tide 
come in moreand morethey began to faint, wherev pon General Fere (ent Captaine 
Pay with ſome troupesto beate them out of it, who with great courage chazed t1iem out 
of it with the effuſion of much bloode, forthe next day thcy rould zoo men flainein the 
halfe Moone, beſides thoſe that weredrowned and hurt. 

In this General! aſſault which on both ſides of the Towne continued aboue two howers 
vpon all the places aboue mentioned. The Archduke(beſides ſome that were carryed into 
the Szajloſt abouetwothouſand men. Amonge the which there were agreat number of 
Noble men Chicfs and Commanders,among(t the reſt, the Count d 1mbero,an lialian 
who cffred as much gould as he did waye tor his Ranfome, and yct he was ſlaine by a pri. 
vate Souldier. Dow Durango Maeſtro delCampo,or Colonell. Don Alvares Snares knight of 

the order of Saint Jaques, Symon Anthonio Coronell. The Sariant Maiour Generall,who 
had bin in hoſtage in Offend on the 24 & 25th of December 1 6c1. & the Licutcnant Gou- 
verncur of Ant werpe withdiverſe others. 

Un our de there were flainc,betweene z3oand 4o Souldicrs, and about 100 hurt, the 
men of commaune ſlaine were Captaine Hanghion, Captaine Nicolats vanden Litr,a Licu- 
tenantof the new Geux, two English Lieutenants,an Ancient,and Captaine Heftons two 
Sarjants, & Mr Teacaſtle Gentleman of St Francis Veres hore, who was flaine ( berweene 
Sr Frawcis Vereand my felt his page) with wwo Mausket: bullets chayne ioget her, & calling | 
to mce bad me pull of his gold ring from ofhis litle finger, & ſendit to his Siſterasatoken 
of his laſt Good-night,and ſo commending his ſpitit,in10the hands of the L ord dyed, Sir 
Horace Pere was likewiſe hurt in the legg, with a Splinter that flew from a PalrFads, & thus 
much briefly of the Aſſaulr , andthe repulſe they receiued ic Offend thatday and night in 
memorie of the heroick Actions of St Francis Yere(of famous memotric)my old Matter,
